THE MANAGERS AND RUMORS AR- 
RIVING TOGETHER. 
PREPARING FOR THE COMING DELEGATES— 
TALKING OF THE CHAIRMANSHIP—THE 
CANDIDATES’ FRIENDS LOOK OVER THE 
GROUND, 

CuicaGo, May 26.—Chairman New, Secre- 
tary Martin, and Powell Clayton were 
the only members of the National Sub-Com- 
mittee who reached the city to-day, and, as 
there was no quorum, no attempt was 
made to hold a meeting. In the morning the 
Exposition building was inspected, in company 
with John M. Clark and some of the: music- 
al festival people, and the arrangements 
were pronounced entirely satisfactory. Some 
time was devoted by Mr. New to the 
matter of press tickets. Besides the mem- 
bers of the sub-committee, two Territorial 
representatives on the National Committee 
drifted into the city, while Delegate Town, of the 
Sixth Illinois, came to talk over the situation 
with “ Long” Jones, and Dan Shepard got back 
from Washington with the latest news regarding 
the Logan boom. This was, in brief, that Logan 
would have a larger vote on the first ballot than 
apy one credited him with, sanguine prophets 
claiming there would be between 90 and 100. 

It cropped out during the day that a careful 
canvass of the National Committee had been 
meade, with a view to feeling the pulse as to Sen- 
ator Cullom’s chance for the temporary 
Chairmanship of the convention. It was 
stated that the whole Mlinois  dele- 
gation would recommend Cullom to the 
National Committee and that he was acceptable 
to both the Arthur and the Logan members, 
while Blaine’s followers would also accept him, 
The fact that Senator Cullom comes from a 
State with a candidate which has also been given 
the convention was urged as astrong reason 
why he could not expect the honor. It is 
believed that Cullom will vote for the senior 
Senator from Illinois at the start, but that he 
really favors Arthur, and it is a somewhat sig- 
nificant fact that the Arthur men are doing the 
talking for Cullom now. 

There was more talk to-day of Ben Harrison 
than any one else, and the politicians who are on 
the ground thought that his chances were not of 
the poorest: It was said that by making Harrison 
Yhairman of the convention a dark horse would 
ye flogged at the start, which would be agreeable 
po the leading candidates as well to the Indiana 
pupporters of Gresham, who are working at 
eross purposes with the Harrison men. The only 
definite expression of opinion has been from sev- 
era] Western committeemen to the effect that 
they wanted some one from west of the Alle- 
ghanies for Chairman. 

The lack of head-quarters for any of the can- 
didates except Logan has caused surprise on the 
part of the people who have already reached the 
city. This will be remedied within a day 
or two, however. The Arthur men have 
perfected their local organization, and 
have everything in shape to bring the 
* business element” to the front to impress rural 
delegates. The quarters engaged by Collector 
Spalding at the Palmer House will be open after 
to-morrow. Though denied by the Custom- 
house people, it. was positively stated 
to-day that Secretary Chandler would 
be one of the earliest arrivals among Ar- 
thur’s lieutenants. James D. Warren. editor of 
an Administration paper at Buffalo, N. Y., Col- 
lector of Customs, is also expected to-morrow. 
Frank Hatton will be on his way to Burlington, 
but it is not unlikely that he will forego his visit 
until after the convention. John A. Kasson will 
be on hand Wednesday or Thursday, to stiffen 
up the backbone of the alleged Arthur people 
io Iowa. ee: 

The earliest arrival ina body will probably be 
the Administration contingent from the South. 
Powell Clayton and Webster Flanagan, of Texas, 
are looking after the stray Southern delegates. 
Flanagan is quartered at the Sherman House, 
and for a couple of weeks has been get- 
ting ready to impress the wavering Ar- 
thur men with the magnitude of the 
President’s boom. His main charge at pres- 
ept is in relation to the colored contingent, 
There has been a slight kick by some of the busi- 
ness men who were quoted for Arthur because 
they have been called upon to show their faith 
by deeds. Some local colored politicians want to 
give their fellow-Republicans from the South a 
public reception, and have asked the Arthur 
mien for the necessary funds to make the affair a 
genuine “boom.” So far there have been no re- 
gponses. 

Though there has been much talk that the 
managers of the leading candidates would not be 
on the ground until the latter part of the week, 
none of the local politicians believe this. They 
have advices which give them different infer- 
ences. To-morrow, onthe limited express over 
the Pennsylvania Road, the vanguard of the poli- 
ticians from the Empire and the Keystone State 
Will arrive. Wednesday or Thursday Col. Davis 
and the other Chicago Congressmen will be 
home, together with a large following of Illinois 
people, who are employed in the departments at 
Washington. Telegrams received yesterday 
éhowed that by Friday there would be a goodly 
representation from all parts of the West and 
North-west. The forerunners of the Sherman 
movement in Ohio will be in to look over the 
ground some time Wednesday. 

San Francisco, May 26.—The California 
éelegation to the National Republican Conven- 
tion at Chicago left here in a special train this 
afternoon over the Union Pacific and Chicago 
and North-western Roads, The delegates and 
party number 35. The Nevada delegation will be 
taken aboard on the way. Two hundred people will 
accompany the delegations. Receptions jwill 
be held at points along the line east of the Mis- 
gouri River and at Chicago, where they are timed 
to arrive at 8 o’clock on Saturday morning. The 
California and Nevada delegations will make 
their head-quarters at the Palmer House. The 
sleeping coaches, which are handsomely decora- 


ted, bear the legend, “ Blaine and victory.”

NO ARTHUR DEAL TOLERATED. 
LIGHT ON THE FEELING OF NEW-YORK 
STATE WHICH IS NOT HIDDEN. 
ALBANY, May 26.—The interesting bit of 
jnformation is received here that Congressman 
Brewer has been “doing” the north-eastern 
vounties of this State, with a view to enlighten- 
sng himself as to their political compiexion and 
predilections. He is reported to have discovered 
that Edmunds is their first choice, Blaine their 
second, and Arthur close behind Blaine, It is not 
easy to determine why the Congressman should 
have made a pilgrimage into a section of the 
State which, unlike his own, gives a majority to 
the Republican candidate for President al- 
ways. Nobody who is at all familiar 
with Washington, Essex, Clinton, and Franklin 
bes ever doubted that even Mr. Arthur could 
carry those counties if he is nominsted. No- 
body aoubts, however, that he would carry them 
by largely reduced majorities, for there is noth- 
{ng about the President's whole political career 
which could possibly excite any enthusiasm for 
him. On the contrary, the best evidences of 
aheir condemnation of his political methods were 
furnished by their meagre interest in the candi- 
siate which he forced into the field for Governor 

wo sport years ago. 
r The heation is asked in all seriousness, Why 
has not Congressman Brewer made public the 
results of observations which caunot have es- 
ecaped him in the south-western counties of the 
aped two of which he representsin Congress?

It is not to be supposed, therefore, 
that he will divulge to a public which absorbs 
with relish political information, the true con- 
dition of affairs in that end of the State with 
which he is perfectly familiar. 

Those political pilzrims who are engaged in the 
manufacture of sentiment for Mr. Arthur, in 
their travels up and down the Empire State will 
avoid, as they would a pestilence, such counties 
as Chautauqua and the western half of Cattar- 
augus, Orleans. Monroe, Cayuga, Wayne, Oswe- 
go, Jefferson, Ontario, Steuben, Onondaga, Tio- 

a, Madison, Oneida, Lewis, Herkimer, Delaware, 
Saratoga, Columbia, and Dutchess. The at- 
mosphere in every one of these counties is 
unhealthy for the agents of Arthur, and their 
rank and file are arrayed in opposition to 
his nomination. These are the Republican 
counties in which more Republican farmers will 
be found fixing their fences away out on the 
back lots on election day than will be found at 
the polls supporting Mr. Arthur. If it is con- 
ceded that the State of New-York is necessary to 
the success of the Republican ticket this Fall, it 
must also be conceded that the vote of every Re- 
publican, north as well assouth of the Harlem 
River, is an absolute necessity. Any _ well 
informed politician outside of New-York City— 
for the politicians in that city are always poorly 
informed about the ®eal situation in the up- 
country ccunties—who will give an honest ex- 
pression of his views, can take a map of the 
State of New-York and jot down county after 
county in which exists enough of the old fac- 
tional feeling to obliterate all hope of Mr. Ar- 
thur securing anything like their full Repub- 
lican vote. No deal that can be made inside 
New-York City can overcome this defection on 


the outside. 


THE TROUBLE AT NEW-IBERIA. 


THE ADHERENTS OF THE TWO JUDGES PRE- 
PARED FOR A FIGHT. 

New-OrLEANS, May 26.—A special to the 
Times-Democrat, from New-Iberia, says: “A 
number of Fonteiieu’s adherents have been 
marching about the streets at nightshouting for 
their leader, singing, ‘We'll hang Judge Gates 
ona sour apple tree,’ and firing pistols in 
the air. They maintain an armed garrison 
at night in the Court-house, and during the day 
alarge number of his supporters are in its im- 
mediate neighborhood. Judge Gates, supported 
by the merchants and educated people, is also pre- 
pared forastruggie. His party have established 
their arsenal about two squares from the Court- 


house. They have organized a body of men, 
who are well armed, and a militia company 
has also been formed, and is ready at a 
moment’s call. A collision is hardly avoid- 
able. A large number of each party is in 
town and hostilities may commence at any mo- 
ment. Judge Fontelieu stated to-day that no 
matter what might come, Judge Gates would 
never preside over the court here. He said that 
eveu if militia were sent here it would not alter 
the condition of things—Judge Gates would 
never preside. 

Sheriff-elect Veazey presented his bond to the 
Deputy Clerk of the court, the Clerk being ab- 
sent. The Deputy said that he could not certify 
to the bond there presented ; that it might take one 
hour, two hours, or two months to do it. After 
this a council of Judge Gates’s friends was 
held. It was determined to telegraph the Gov- 
ernor the situation, and that every step might 
be within the law, he should send State 
forces to secure obedience to tbe commis- 
sioned officers. Troops are asked for now 
that they may reach here on Wednes- 
day evening. There is a desire to prevent 
bloodshea if possible, for if it starts, from the 
resent outiook, it will extend over the parish.

Away from the main 
street the town looks deserted.

THE CASH TRIAL POSTPONED. 
CHARLESTON, 8. C., May 26.—Judge Wal- 
lace is holding court at Chesterfield Court- 
house. It was expected that Col. E. B. 
C. Cash would be tried at this term for 


bein accessory before the fact to the 
murder by Bogan Cash of Town Marshal 
Richards, of Cheraw. The Colonel was bound 
over to this court after his recent arrest, and had 
made preparations for a vigorous defense, re- 
taining Gen. Pope, Col. Ball, and Col. Watts 
as counsel, and summoning a host of 
witnesses to pore his peaceable character. 
The recent killing of Bogan Cash has greatly 
softened public sentiment toward the father, 
and his trial at the present court would have 
resulted either in a mustrial or acquittal. 
The case was adjourned to-day until the next 
term of the court. This is, in effect, the last of 
the case unless Col. Cash should show his 
fangs again. The community, however, 
have pretty well regained their courage, 
and Col. Cash’s name has lost half of 
its terror. The case against Samuel Lee, 
who was shot by the posse which killed Bogan 
Cash, was tried to-day. He was indicted for an 
assault with intent to prevent arrest, and al- 
though the evidence was strong enough to war- 
rant instant conviction, the jury was not made 
altogether of the right material, and he will 
probably be acquitted.

THE SCOTT LAW TEST CASE. 

CINCINNATI, Ohio, May 26.—The Scott 
law test case will be heard by the Supreme Court 
to-morrow. The result will be awaited with 
much interest. The liquor men of all classes 


have joined in the effort to break the law down, 
and they claim to have information that, the 
Supreme Court, which is now Democratic, will 
declare the law unconstitutional. The Demo- 
erats are anxious to dispose of the law in order 
to win over the liquor element, but did not dare 
to have it repealed by the Legislature,and the pres- 
ent indirect method was therefore adopted. It has 
been the boast of the liquor interest that if the 
law is declared unconstitutional the liquor tax 
paid last year. which amounted to sever- 
al million dollars, can all be recovered. 
The Hamilton County solicitors left for 
Columbus to-night to protect the interests ef 
tax-payers by resisting this claim. Shouid the 
view of the law taken by the liquor men be 
adopted by the court they will claim that taxes 
paid under a former decision of the same court 
sustaining the liquor law cannot be recovered 
by a reversal of that decision.

THE MURDERED CHICAGO ALDERMAN. 

CuicaGo, May 26.—The funeral of the 
late Alderman Michael Gaynor, who was shot 
and killed by James Dacey, a political rowdy, 
took place here to-day at St. Patrick’s Church. 
The assembled crowd filled the church and the 
streets in its vicinity. After the celebration of 
requiem high mass Dean Terry preached a eulo- 
gistic funeral oration. Members of the City Coun- 
cil composed the pall-bearersand guard of honor. 
Detachments of police and firemen headed the 
procession, and there were over 300 carriages and 
buggies in line. A patrol wagon, heavily drap 
contained over 50 handsome floral pieces. The 
body was interred in Calvary Cemetery. At the 
Coroner’s inquest Sunday the jury returned a 
verdict holding Dacey for the murder, and there 
is prospect of as y trial.

FISH RELEASED ON BAIL 


HIS CORRESPONDENCE WITH GEN. 
: GRANT. 
THE LATTER’S BELIEF IN THE SOLVENCY 
OF THE FIRM—WARD ALONE BLAMED— 
MR. ENO NOT YET ARRESTED. 

With uncomplaining patience a small crowd of 
men waited four hours in United States Commis- 
sioner Shields’s office yesterday for the arrival of 
James D. Fish, who was expected to be released 
on bail at 10 o'clock. Just before 2 o'clock in 
the afternoon Mr. Fish came in. He wasin charge 
of Deputy United States Marshal Grimes, and 
was accompanied by his sons, John D., Charles, 
and Irving Fish, and his lawyers, Edwin 
B. Smith and Stephen G. Ciarke. Seating him- 
self near- United States Commissioner Shields, 
he said, in answer to questions, that he was 
James D. Fish, and that he appeared by counsel. 
Mr. Smith, speaking for his client, said that he 
pleaded not guilty and waived an examination. 
Mr. Shields then said that. he was ready to re- 
ceive suggestions concerning bail. United States 
District Attorney Root urged that the bail be 
fixed at $50,000, giving as an argument the fact 
that the bail in the Lawrence case, which had 
been similar in nature, had been fixed at that 
sum. Mr. Smith said that in his opinion the bail 
asked for was too large, and that $15,000 or $20,000 
would be the right amount. 

Mr. Shields said that. in the Lawrence case the 
bail had beer. reduced to $30,000, and that in view 
of all the circumstances attending Mr. Fish’s ar- 


rest he would fix the bail at that sum, with three 
bondsmen. During the afternoon the bond was 
signed by David Kirsch, a tobacco manufacturer, 
of Rivington and Norfolk streets; James 
E. Ward. of the firm of James BE. Ward 
& Co., merchants, and agents for the Havana 
Line of steamers, and Francis C. Reed, a law- 
yer, of No. 34 Broadway. While the bond 
was being prepared Mr. Fish sat in the Marshal’s 
office and received several visitors. Among 
those who called were John J. O’Brien, Clinton 
Wheeler, and Mike Dady, who took Mr. Fish out 
to lunch at 2:15 P. M. 

When his callers had gone Mr. Fish was asked 
if he had anything to say concerning the 
two letters received from Gen. Grant. In 
reply he said that he had_ written to 
Gen. Grant to learn the nature of the Govern- 
ment contracts which Ferdinand Ward had said 
that Grant & Ward possessed, and also to 
inquire into the general condition ot the 
firm. Gen. Grant, he said, had _ replied 
that the affairs of the firm were ail 
right and straight, and that the profits on the 
Government contracts were genuine. With that 
assurance he had let the matter slip from his 
mind, fully satisfied that everything was going 
along smoothly. 

“1 feel sure,” he said, “* that Gen. Grant was 
Sincere in what hesaid when, in reply to my let- 
ters of inquiry, he wrote that the transactions of 
the firm were all straight and right, and that the 
profits on the Government contracts, as I un- 
Cerstood him, ‘were genuine. I mav. have 
done some foolish things in connection with this 
matter, but I am sure that the publication of 
Gen. Grant’s letters wiil exonerate me from 
much of the blame that has been cast upon me.” 

Gen. Grant made public yesterday letters to 
James D. Fish referring to the Government con- 
tracts ot Ward & Grant and the profits thereon. 
Prior to July 1, 1882, Mr. Fish sent paper of Grant 
& Ward to the Lincoln Bank, with a note asking 
that the paper be discounted. Mr. James an- 
swered the note of Mr. Fish as follows: 

LINCOLN NATIONAL BANK, / 
NEW-YORK, July 1, 1882. ' 

My DEAR MR. PRESIDENT: I will submit your fa- 
vor to the Board of Directors on Wednesday next. 
Will you kindly inform me whether you are a general 
partner in the house of Messrs. Grant & Ward. Very 
truly, 1. L. JAMES. 

JAMES D. FisH, Esq. 

Mr. Fish promptiy answered the above note, 
but Mr. James is unabie to find the answer. He, 
however, states that it was substantially in these 
words: 

My DeAR SIR: “In answer to your inquiry I have to 
say that both Gen. Grant and myself are ‘now general 
gin inthe firm of Grant & Ward. We were orig- 
nally special partners only, but by recent arrange- 
ment We have both become genera farwers. Yours 
truly, JAMES D. FISH. 

On the 5th of July Mr. Fish wrote a letter to 
Gen. Grant in these words: 

(Private.) 
JULY 5, 1882. 

My DtarR GENERAL: You and 1 do not often 
meet to talk over our business matters, or for any 
other purpose, but [ trust you are weil aware the 
fuilure to do so is not for any want of 
respect, esteem or friendship on my part. 
We are both pretty well occupied enerully 
which explains it. I think, however, it would not be 
amiss for you and me to counsel a little occasionally in 
regard t> the business of Grant & Ward. as our conser- 
vative influence, if not beneficial, would do them no 
harm, as they are so much younger than ourselves. 
I have often been asked by friends and business men 
whether you and I were general ors al partners. 
Weare foratime advertised as special, but I think we 
are virtually and actually general partners, and I think 
legality we would find that to be our status, 

The inclosed letter to me from President James, of 
the Lincoin N. Bank, (to whom [I sent a G. & W. note 
to be discounted,) was received by_ meand I send you 
acopy of my reply to his letter. You may be aware 
that ] am on the notes of G. & W. as indorser, which 
I have Giscounted myself and have had to get 
negotiated to the extent of $200,000 in aggregate 
at the same time, and at once. which is not a tritiing 
amount for me. It is necessary that the credit of G. & 
W. should deservedly stand ver high. These notes, as 
I understand it, are given for no other purpose 
than to raise money for the payment of gruin, 
&c., purchased to fill the Government contracts. 
Under the circumstances, my dear General, you will see 
that it is of most vitai importance to me purticularl 
that the credit of the firm shall always be untarnishe 
and unimpaired. I will be happy to meet you at almost 
any time you jmay name to talk these matters over. 
Please return me Mr. President James’s letter at your 
conventens, with any ——- fag pave to 

ke. respect and esteem, I am 4! jars, 
Ky JAMES D. FISH. 


To the above letter Gen. Grant answered as 


follows: 
NEW-YORK CITY, July 6, 1882. 

My DEAR MR. FIsH: On my arrival inthe city this 
A. M.I found your letter of yesterday with a letter from 
Thomas L. James, President of Lincoln National Bank, 
and copy of your yg | to thelatter. Your understund- 
ing in regard to our liabilities in the firm of Grant & 
Ward are the same as mine. If you desire it, 1 am en- 
tirely willing that the advertisement of the firm shall 
be so changed as to express this. Not having been in 
the city for more than a week, 1 have a large accumu- 
lated mail to look over and some business appoint- 
ments to meet, so that I md not be able to get down 
tosee you to-day. But if I can, I will go before 3 
o'clock. Very truly yours, U. 8. GRANT. 

This was the General's sole response, and was 
in his own Ran Swesine throughout. 

After the above letter of Mr. Fish, marked 
* private,” had been answered andthe corre- 
spondence had been closed, Mr. Ward prepared a 

raft of a letter and handed it to Mr. Spencer 
who wus in the employ of the firm) to copy. Mr. 
Spencer says he did copy it and delivered the 
copy to Mr. Ward, who went to Gen. Grant and 
obtained his signature to it. 

This letter and the signature were wholly dis- 
connected with the preceding correspondence, 
so far as Gen. Grant knew, and nothing was 
told him from which he could suspect 
that the two ee had any relation to 
each other, nor did the General scrutinize 
the ietter, but signed it on the assurance that it 
was only an ordinary letter in the course of bus- 
iness. The incident made noimpression, and the 
following copy of the letter, now obtained, is 
all the evidence of its contents the General has: 

NEW-YORK, July 6, 1882.

The foregoing copy-letter and the facts men- 
tioned comprise everything known to Gen. 
Grant or his counsel, to which the statement of 
Mr. Fish can relate. 

At5o’clock Mr. Fish went to his room in the 
Mystic Flats. He spent the evening with his 
sonsthere. He received no callers, but retired 
early. The janitor of the Mystic Flats was 
instructed to send up no cards or notes from any 
person that called. It was explained that Mr. 
Fish was very tired and wished to get an un- 
broken ee: rest. 

‘ol. F. D. Grant was found at the office of 
Grant & Ward yesterday. He stated that he had 
never heard until yesterday of the existence of 
his father's letters to Mr. Fish, which the latter 
claims show that he has acted throughout in 
good faith.

A fire broke out in Oliver Johnson & 
Co.’s paintand drug store at Exchange-p'ac2 and 
Exchange-street, Providence, R. 1., at 7:30 yes- 
terday morning, which was started among the 
paints and medicines on the second floor by a 
spark from the pipe of an employe. The fire 
spread to the third and fourth floors, containing 
a large stock of paintsand drugs. These fioors 
were burned through and the whole establish- 
ment was drenched with water. It is thought 
that $15.000 or $20,000 wi!l cover the loss. The 
insurance on the stock is $20-000. The building, 
which is owned by the National Exchange Bank, 
was damaged to the extent of about $1.500, and 
was insured for $20,009 in the Boston Underwrit- 
ers and the Furragut Company, of New-York. 

The Mayalit Rubber Company’s factory, 
at Reading, Mass., was burned yesterday morn- 
ing, nothing but the engine-room being saved. 
The building was a iarge one-story. brick 
structure, about 250 feet long. It had been 
erected about three years. The company manu- 
factured rulbber goods of all descriptions. The 
factory had not been running on fulltime lately. 
A large drying-room had just been finished, and 
the company was intending torun on full time. 
There was a large stock of rubber on hand. 
About 100 persons were employed in the factory. 
The owners are Jobn J. March, of Haverhil!; 
Arthur Merriam, of Boston, and Y. J. Mayall, of 
Reading. They claim to have lost fully $200,000, 
the insurance on which is $76,700.

THE OIL FIRE AT PHILADELPHIA. 

PHILADELPHIA, May 26.—The fire at the 
Atlantic Refinery Company’s works, which 
started on Friday night, was gotten under con- 
trol yesterday, and is gradually burning itself 
out. The scene presented to-day is a very de- 


structive one. The burned district covers an 
area of about four acres, und is strewn with the 
wrecks of 32 massive iron tanks. The majority 
of the latter were in a hollow, the flames having 
been carried to them by the burning oil as it 
floated from a few tanks in a more elevated part 
of the works. The burning oil from the bom- 
barded tank on Saturday afternoon tiowed into 
this hollow and set fire to trees, grass, 
and bushes, leaving the ground perfectly bare. 
The 55 stills, all filled with oil, which were 
threatened with destruction, were saved through 
the efforts of the firemen, who throughout the 
day continued to play water on them, and pre- 
vented the iron from becoming heated. One of 
the most remarkable things about the fire was 
the saving of an immense agitator. lt was in 
the centre of the burned district, and sur- 
rounded by flames, and yesterday, when the 
smoke became less dense it was found to be in- 
tact. Steam was forced into the tank, and it is 
supposed that this prevented an explosion. 
Nothing but a pile of débris marks the spot 
where were the extensive paraffine works. It is 
thought that the loss will exceed $600,000. The 
work of rebuilding the destroyed works will be 
commenced at once.

CUT TO DEATH IN A SALOON 


JOHN CARPENTER FULFILLS HIS 


THREAT TO KILL HIS WIFE, 


AFTER STABBING TWO DEFENSELESS WOMEN” 


THE ASSASSIN MAKES A PROBABLY SUC-" 


CESSFUL ATTEMPT AT SUICIDE, 

While Third-avenue was crowded with; 
pedestrians and vehicles yesterday afternoon, 
shortly after 4 o’clock, two neatly dressed wom- 
en, one of whom was an extremely pretty 
blonde, about 33 years old, crossed over from the 
west to the east side of that thoroughfare at 
Twenty-sixth-street. Just as they had reached 
the sidewalk, and were continuing their walk 
down Twenty-sixth-street toward East River, a 
tall, powerfully built man sprang upon them 
from behind, and, before the passers by could 
realize what was happening, he stabbed one of 
the women twice in the back of the head, and 


stabbed the other in the right side of the neck. . 

The woman first stabbed was so dazed by the 
suddeness of the attack that she apparently had 
no idea of what she was doing, but the other 
woman after casting one horrified giance at her 
assailant and apparently recognizing him, ran 
as fast as she could to the open door of Michael 
Sweeney’s liquor saloon, at the corner of Third- 
avenue and Twenty-sixth-street, about 10 or 2 
feet from where the assault occurred. She ran 
into the barroom and without saying a word 
sank down upon one of many empty beer casks 
piled near the door. 

Patrick McDonough was lounging against the 
glass partition near the door when the woman 
ran past him, and imagining that there had been 
a fight outside—he -had not noticed that the 
woman was wounded—he walked to the door to 
see what it was. Just as he did so he caught 
sight of the brute who had assaulted the women 
runnihg toward the door with the bloody knife 
still clutched in his uplifted hand. Quick as a 
tlash McDonough slammed the door to and 
braced his shoulder agaitst it to prevent the 
man’s entrance into the saloon. i 

The woman still kept her seat on the beer bar-~ 
rel, resting her elbows upon her knees. The only 
persons in the saloon at the time were Michael 
Sweeney, the proprietor; his bar-tender, and Mc-' 
Donough. Sweenev and the bar-tender were be- 
hind the bar, near the door, and what transpired 
immediately after the woman’s entrance hap- 
pened so quickly that neither had time to come 
around from behind the bar. Almost as soon as 
the front door had been slammed « crash of giass 
was heard from tine side door, or famUy entrance, 
opening on Twenty-sixth-street, 

The door was burst open, the lock being 
broken, and the -infuriated man” rushed, or 
rather, almost fell, into the room.’ He seemed 
undecided for a moment what to do next, but. 
catching sight of the woman, he bounded over 
to where she sat. Seizing her by the throat with 
his left band, he lifted her from her seat and 
threw her violently to the floor. His right hand 
he had kept hidden behind his back. Kneeling 
down beside the prostrate woman, he lifted his 
right hand high in the air, and, holding 
a long-bladed, bioody knife, plunged it 
three times in rapid succession up 
to the hilt into the woman's throat, 
head, and neck. Then he straightened 
himself up. and before the spectators, who were 
beginning to recover from the paralyzing horror 
that this tragedy bad caused, could do anything, 
stabbed himself with the same knife three times 
in the abdomen, and fel! gasping across the 
woman's body. Nota word had been spoken by 
any one in the room. 

Just.at this puint the other victim of the assas- 
sin’s fury ran into the bar-room, and seeing the 
man and woman lying on the floor covered with 
biood—she also being saturated with blood—ran 
out into the street again screaming for help. 
Sweeney and the two other men reached the 
wounded persons, and lifted the man from the 
woman’s body. He was groaning and still con- 
scious, but the woman lay motionless as stone.; 
She was dead. 

In the meantime a tremendous crowd had gath-i 
ered outside the saloon and were clamoring at 
the door for admittance. Officer Schoif, of the 
Eighteenth Precinet, forced his way through the 
crowd to the door, which was opened by Mc- 
Donough, and entered the room just as Officer 
Murray, of the same precinct, had caught 
bold of the second woman on the street. As she 
did not appear to be seriously wounded, the last 
named officer waiked her down to the Bellevue 
Hospital. Officer Schoff sent for an amvulance 
and had the body of the dead woman and the 
wounded murderer conveyed to the same insti- 
tution. The body was itum+diately placed ina 
plain’ pine coffin in the dead-house, while the 
man, under arrest, waS taken to ward 13 of the 
hospital and put to bed. 

Coroner Martin arrived a few minutes after- 
ward. He took the wounded woman's statement 
first. She had two severe wounds, One in the 
back of the head and one in the back of the neck. 
She made the following statement: ‘* My name 
is De!ia Ambrose. Iam 30 years old, unmarried, 
and ‘live at No. 83 East Third-street. My sister 
Mrs. Mary Carpenter, [the dead woman, ]} and 
left her nouse, No. 212 East Twenty-sixth-street, 
at about 2:30 o’clock this afternoon and went to 
O’Neil’s store, on Sixth-avenue, to do some 
shopping. We came up on a Sixth-avenue 
car to Twenty-sixth-street and walked over 
to Third-avenue. yYhen we had _ crossed 
the street I felt some one strike me from behind 
twice, and I turned around and saw John Car- 

ster, my sister’s husband, witha knife in his 

ant. He bad stabbed me. I saw him stab my 
sister in the neck, and then Isaw my sister run 
into the liquor saloon. When he stabbed us 
there had been no words spoken nor ary quar- 
rel.’ The rest of her statement is simply an ac- 
count ot what she saw in the saloon. 

Miss Ambrose’s wounds were dressed, and she 
walked about the hospital ward in a completely 
dazed condition, evidently not fully realizing the 
awful tragedy that had occurred. 

John Carpenter, the murderer, is a man of 
herculean build, powerful in every limb, about 
5 feet 10 inches in height, witha heavy square- 
jawed brutal face. He is 50 yearsold, and his 
iron-gray hair was cropped closely to his head, 
as if it had been cut by a prison barber. He has 
dull blue eyes, that incessantly move about, re- 
garding every thing with suspicion. He was 
perfectly self-possessed yhen confronted by the 
Coroner, although suffering intensely from his 
self-intiicted wounds. He made the following 
brief statement: ‘“*I am a laborer, am married, 
and live at Clinton and Grand streets. The 
woman lI killed was my wife. I intended to do 
what I have done, as I wanted her out of the 
way,and then [ wished to die, because I am 
tired of living.” 

Further than this Carpenter would say noth- 
ing. He maintained a sullen silence when ques- 
tioned about his motive for his dastardly act. 
He has three wounds about three inches deep in 
the abdomen, which, the attending physicians 
say, will in all probability prove fatal. 

he woman whom he had killed presented a 
horribly revolting appearance as she lay in the 
pine box, crimsoned vy her own blood. From 
four ghastly wounds blood constantly oozed, and 
almost every shred of clothing on her was satu- 
rated) and dyed with blood. er clothes were 
draggied and torn from her struggle with her 
husband. The wound which immediately killed 
her was one in the left side of the throat, which 
severed the jugular vein. The others were one 
wide h in the right temple, extending about 
three inches, completely severing the ear; one in 
the right side of her throat, which had severed 
the sub clavian artery, and one in the head, a lit- 
tle in front of that in her temple. 

The weapon used in the murder was an ordina- 
ry cigar-maker’s knife, with a curved edged, 
three-and-one-half-inch blade, which was as 
sharp and as keen as a razor. Upon 
the woman’s person were found a_ gold 
watch and chain, a pearl pencil, gold 
ear-rings, two gold rings, and a black 
leather riticule containing a pocket-book. In 
the latter was $29 50in money, a railroad ticket 
dated April 8, from Whitestone to Long Island 
City, and several trifling articles. All these 
articles Coroner Martin took in charge. In one 
pocket of her dark cashmere dress wus founda 
card bearing the name of Mary Ambrose Wolf, 212 
East Twenty-sixth-street. 

Carpenter was held a prisoner at the hospital 
by Coroner Martin, who also detained Miss Am- 
brose at the same place as a witness. The latter 
wanted yery much to go to her sister’s home, as 
she was not dangerously injured, but the Coro- 
ner would not permit her to doso. Mrs. Carpen- 
ter, even in death and disfigured as she was by 
her ghastly wounds, was a very pretty woman. 
She was fair, with light blue eyes and golden 
hair, and hada trim and well-developed figure.’ 
The atery of tiis unfortunate woman and her 
brutal husbana is a tragicalone, Eleven years 
ago, as Miss Wolf, of thiscity, she feilin love with 
Carpenter,who was then a local politician of some 
note, and, Carpenter paying court to her, they 
were married. rpenter was then janitor of 
the Adams Express Building, in West Twenty- 
third-street, near Fifth-avenue—the old Nathan 
mansion—and a widower with three sons anda 
daughter. The newly wedded couple lived hap- 
pily together for some time, but the young wife 
was uncommonly attractive, and her husband 
became insanely jealous of ber. Family 
troubles widened the breach ane ¥ the reen- 
eyed monster, and Carpenter n to abuse his 
wife. Hecruelly assaulted her ia February, 1875, 
and she had him arrested. He ~as convicted of 
assault in the Court of Special Sessions and 
sent to the penitentiary for one month. ‘Attar 
serving his time he weut back to his home, but 
the old troublous spirit made itss'* felt again. A 
second assquit resulted in a second arrest, and 
Carpenter was sent tothe Work-house for two 
months. His wife then left him, end secured a 
position as servinz-maid at the Homan House, 
where she remained for about two vears. Dur- 
ing this time Carpenter left her unmolested, but 
made his appearance again in avery startling 
manner on the morning of Oct. 6, 1878. 

About 6 o’clock on that morning some young 
women from the Hoffman House attended mass 
in St. Francis Xavier's Homan Catholie Church, 
in West Sixtcenti-strect. One of them was sav: 
agely attacked by Carpenter, who bysndished a

the Hoffman, in the side while she’ was kneel- 
ing in the pew, and attempted to escape He 
was captured after a short chase, and an indig- 
nant and vehement crowd attempted to hang 
him to the nearest lamp-post. Had it not been 
for the courage of Officer Connelly, then of the 
Twenty-ninth Precinct, Carpenter would not 
have lived to commit his atrocious act of yester- 


day. 

“Hie said, when arraigned before a Police Jus- 
tice, that he had mistaken Miss Lyon for his 
wife, whom he wished to kill, and had inflicted 
the wound before he saw his mistake. For this 
crime Carpenter was tried and convicted in the 
Court of General Sessions and sentenced by 
Judge Gildersleeve to cight years in the State 
prison. He went to prison and while there con- 
stantly threatened to kill his wife should he ever 
get an opportunity. 

About two years ago Mrs. Carpenter entered 
suit for divorce against her hnsband. The papers 
were sent to him at the prison, and he put in no 
defense whatever. A limited divorce was granted 
the plaintiff, and she, in the hopeof throwing her 
husband off the trail, resumed her maiden name 
of Wolf. She was in constant dread of her hus- 
band, and the worry at times almost made a 
maniac of her. During her husband’s imprison- 
ment Mrs. Carpenter earned a living in various 
ways. In the Summer months she was part 
superintendent of the free bath atthe foot of 
East Thirty-seventh-street, and in the Winter 
she kept house for her brother and his three 
children at No. 212 East Twenty-sixth-street, 
where she was living at the time she met her un- 
timely end. She added to her earnings by taking 
in sewing and other light work. 

Carpenter was released from prison on Feb. 9 
last, and since that time his wife, who heard of 
his release, has been in constant dread of meet- 
ing him and being attacked on tne street. She 
was advised by her friends to carry a revolver 
and shoot Carpenter on sight, should he ever 
make any attempt, upon her lite, but her natural 
timidity prevented her from doing so. Last Fri- 
day evening her sister, Miss Ambrose, met Car- 

enter in front of her house, in Third-street, and 

e cursed his wife to herin a shameful manner, 
swearing that he would kill her before he got 
through with her. Then Mrs. Carpenter went to 
see Capt. Wiliams to ask for protection, but that 
officer was unable to do anything in the matter, 
as she did not live in his precinct. 

Mrs. Carpenter was a sistor of John Ambrose, 
of the firm of Ambrose & Mills, contractors, who 
built the Second-avenue elevated railroad, 
and a section of the Thira-avenue line. The 
brother with whom she lived at the time of her 
death is an owner of trucks, and was away all 
day yesterday. Mrs. Carpenter had one child, a 
boy 7 years old, who is now at school in Flushing, 
Long Island. She went to see him last week, and 
the boy does not yet know of his mother’s death. 
John Carpenter at one time was Foreman of En- 

ine Company No. 4], of the old Volunteer Fire 

Jepartment, and was also at one time a member 
of the Park police. He wasa politician, and is 
said to have been a great friend of the late Will- 
ium M. Twee:l in the latter’s palmiest days. 

Late yesterday afternoon Deputy Coroner Mes- 
semer bad the body of Mrs. Carventer removed 
to the dissecting-room, and there madean au- 
topsy, and found that any one of the wounds in- 
fiicted would have caused death.

NeEew-OrRLEANS, May 26.—Some unknown 

persons attempted to wreck the 9:45 o’clock in- 

ward bound excursion train on the Mobile Road, 
last night, by taking up a rail from 
the track about a mile and a 
half from Elysian  Fields-street curve. 

| The danger was discovered by a laborer con- 
nected with the road, who built a fire and flagged 
the excursion train, thereby preventing an acci- 
dent which might have resulted seriously. The 
railroad officials decline to give any information, 
but the detectives have been working all 
day. to discover the identity and motive 
of the would-be train wreckers. Several 
attempts have been made to wreck the trains of 
the Illinois Central Road on the other side of the 
Mississippi State line. Mr. C. A. Sharpe, of 
Baton Rouge. reports that he took passage ona 
train at Vicksburg for New-Orleans. When 
he arrived at Jackson he changed cars and 
continued his voyage onthe train. When it ar- 
riyed near Hazelhurst, Copiah County, Miss., the 
train was attacked by a mob with dangerous 
missiles, and he and another man, who was in the 
same coach, were Ladly injured. Mr. Sharpe re- 
ceivedaserious cut on the head, which has laid 
him up ever since. The night was very dark: at 
the time the attack was made, and the railroad 
officers say that they are ignorant as to who 
the miscreants were or their motive for 
attacking the train. Trains have been attacked 
at the same place on previous occasions, so Mr. 
Sharpe was informed. It is possible the defeat 
in the court of the suspension law, passed by the 
late Legislature, may explain these outrages in 
Mississippi, but nothing but the most diabolical 
malice could inspire an attempt to wreck an_ex- 
cursion train crowded with women and children 
in the outskirts of New-Orleans.

THE PENN BANK AGAIN CLOSED. 
Pie Sees 
PITTsBURG, Penn., May 26.—The Penn 
Bank closed again at 12 o’clock to-day, and posted 
the following notice on its doors: 


‘Mr. Riddie. the President and chief executive officer 
of the bank, having become suddenly and seriously ill 
and unable to communicate with the Rosrd of Direct- 
ors, it is deemed proper to close the bank under exist- 
ing circumstances until he sufticiently recovers to be 
present at the adjustment of its affairs.” 

The news of the second suspension spread rap- 
idly and created intense excitement and surprise, 
owing to the fact that everybody had faith inthe 


bank’s ability to pay all claims againstit. Presi- 
dent Riddle appeared to be in his usual health at 
10 o’clock this morning, but half an hour later 
was prostrated with hemorrhage of the lungs, 
which has since been thrice repeated. He is 
lying at the Duquesne Club rooms unconscious, 
with only slight hopes of recovery. The cause 
of his illness is an overdose of. morphia or 
chloroform, which he took this morning. 

The crash was broucht about by the Clearing- 
house throwing out checks amounting to $265,- 
000. According to the statement of the Directors 
the bank had raised $931,000 to pay liabilities of’ 
$918,000. It is said that there were $300,000 ini 
certified checks out, which were not included in: 
this amount, and which had to be paid. The 
banks which loaned the suspended institution : 
funds to tide it over are amply secured. All sorts 
of rumorsare afloat. One isa renewal of the report + 
that the bank lost heavily in oil speculation, and, 
another that there has been a heavy defalcation | 
and that the doors were opened to allow certain \ 
depositors to withdraw their deposits.

BECOMES INTERESTED. 
FRESH RUMORS OF AN ANTI-ARTHUR ALL} 

ANCE—BLAINE’S MEN LESS BOASTFUL— 

OILING THE ARTHUR MACHINE. 

WASHINGTON, May 26.—The most noticea- 
ble things in political circles here to-day have 
been the activity of Senator Sherman and the 
disposition among certain Blaine men to talk 
about tacking Gen. Logan to the Blaine 
ticket as candidate for Vice-President. Mr. Sher- 
man has been holding mysterious consultations 
with various gentlemen who are supposed to have 
more or less influence among different delegations 
to Chicago, and he received to-day more than 
the usual number of calls from members of Con- 
gress while the Senate was in session. Those wha 
believe in the story of an anti-Arthur alliance 
between Blaine and Sherman attribute the lat- 
ter’s bustling activity to his efforts to carry 
out his part of the programme, but the re- 
ported alliance is denied by Mr. Blaine’s fol- 
lowers: to-night as ‘earnestly as it was 
circulated last. night, ana by some of 
them Mr.Sherman is credited with having be- 
guna week of lively work in his own behalf. 
For some reason the Blaine men have talked less 
to-day about Sherman as a compromise candi- 
date, and.are apparently trying te feel the pulse 
of the peeple on the question of a ticket made 
up of Blaine and Logan. “Such a ticket,” said 
a strong supporter of Blaine, “* would be sure to 
win in the country, and there is no-reason why 
it'fshould not be nominated at Chicago. 
Logan will have from 60 to 80 votes in the con- 
vention. If it was understood that Mr. Blaine’s 
friends would, support him for second place in 
return for his<votes for the Maine statesman for 
the head of the ticket, there is no reason why

PENSIONS FOR MEXICAN VETERANS. 

In the discussion of the House bill to 
pension all survivors of the Mexican war, whicb 
began inthe Senate to-day, the question as to 
what theory pension legislation should be built 
upon is likely to be considered at some length. 
Chairman Mitchell, of tne Pensions Committee, 
told the Senate that he joined in the favorable 


report of the measure because he wished to refer 
the matter to the judgment of the Senate and 
the country, rather than because he thought the 
bill wise legislation. It was proposed to 
pension men who served only one day in Mexivo, 
while nearly 2,000.000 men served in the late war, 
many of them forfour years. If the Mexican 
bill was passed, Mr. Mitchell feared the time 
would not be far distant when the same principle 
would have to be applied in pensioning veterans 
of the rebellion, when there would be no trouble 
about a surplus in the Treasury, but rather 
about how to raise the money to pay the pensions. 
It might be, then, that the financial stability 
of the country would be threatened. Mr. Blair, 
aiso of the Pensions Committee, believed that 
the principle of pensioning for service alone Was 
an erroneous one. Mr. Ingalls said he would 
yote for the bill, but he considered the Mexican 
war an indefensible war of spoliation, robbery, 
and conquest. Mr. Williams made a warm speech 
im support of the measure, and expressed his be- 
lief in the ability and readiness of the people to 
pay taxes for pensions. The Senate adjourned 
without reaching a vote on the bill.

THE STUPID BROOKLYN MEMBER. 

Not content with the occasional oppor- 
tunities for exhibiting his boorishness, afforded 
by the introduction of various bills and resolu- 
tions by respectable members of Congress, 
“Richelieu” Robinson made a fresh opportunity 
for himself to-day by offering the most stupid 
proposition of the session. “Under the call of 
States for the introduction of bills the Brooklyn 
nuisance submitted a measure providing for 
the adoption by both branches of Congress 
of a standing rule forbidding any members 
to receive visits from or to visit any foreign 
agent or ambassador. To make assurance doubly 
sure no person who pretends to be an agent or 
ambassador from any foreign country is to be 
yisited or received.

RESTRICTING BANK LOANS. 

Representative Abram 8S. Hewitt, who 
has watched closely the developments of the 
recent financial troubles in New-York, intro- 
duced a bill to-day to amend the National Bank- 
ing act in such a way as will, in his opinion, re- 
move some of the causes of bank failures. He 
proposes that no President or other officer of a 
national banking association shall procure for 
his own benefit, or for the benefit of any co- 
partnership, association, or company, of 
which he is a member, any loan of money from 
the bank of which he is an officer. In case any 
loss shall occur to such bank on account of any 
such loan, made contrary to law, the officer shall 
be deemed guilty of embezzlement of the money 
lost, and on conviction shall be imprisoned not 
less than one year nor more than five, and fined 
in a sum equal to the amount of money em- 


bezzled. 
TO PRESERVE NEW-YORK HARBOR. 

A bill to prevent New-York Harbor 
from being made a dumping place for refuse 
was introduced in the House to-day by Mr. §. &. 
Cox. It provides for the appointment by the 


President of an officer from the corpse of Engi- 
neers of the United States Army, to be known 
as the Superintendent of New-York Harbor. 
His duties are to be to carry out the provisions 
of the act, to grant permits designating the 
limits within which deposits may be made in the 
harbor, and to establish a patrol of the barbor 
to detect transgressions of the act. Suitable 
penalties are prescribed, and an appropriation 
of $30,000 is provided for to enable the Superin- 
tendent to carry out his work. 


A DIPLOMATIC RECEPTION. 

The Argentine Minister’s reception to- 
night, in honor or theseventy-fourth anniversary 
of the national independence of his country, was 
a féte well worthy of the birthday of a republic. 
Although society has already been thinned in its 
ranks, there was a large gathering of the official 


circle. The Minister and Mme. Dominguez 
received the guests at the door of their 
large drawing-room, and were __ assisted 
in entertaining by their three daughters and 
foursons. The garden, tennis court, and long 
portico were illuminated with Chinese lanterhs, 
and a bandof music playedin the alcove be- 
neath the stairway. The house was decorated 
throughout with roses and the supper table was 
covered with wreaths and set pieces. The diplo- 
matic corps was present in force. The Spanish 
Minister, Sefior Valera, was among the most 
earnest in his congratulations to the Minister, 
although the affair celebrated the revolt and loss 
of one of Spain’s richest colonies.

Reports 
have reached there that Berber has not surren- 
dered, but that hostilities have been suspended, 
as the Governor of Berber agrees to surrender 
the town when Khartoum surrenders. 

Mr. Clifford Lloyd, Under Secretary of the In- 
terior, who has been absent from Cairo several 
days, will not return. 

Nubar Pasha, the Prime Minister, insists that 
no Europeans shall be employed by the Ministry 
of the Interior. Mr. Clifford Lioyd’s nominees 
will be dismissed. The resignation of Abd el 
Kader Pasha, Minister of War, and of Under 
Secretary Nashaat is considered imminent. 

Suakin advices state hat messengers from Ber- 
ber report that the Mahdi is prevented from 
leaving Kordofan owing to the hostility of sev- 
eral tribes. 

SvuAKIN, May 26.—The friendly tribes are 
clamoring for arms and stores in order to wreak 
vengeance upon Osman Digna. 

Advices from Berber and Khartoum represent 
that both towns are in a satisfactory condition. 

Lonpon, May 26.—Sir Henry Gordon was 
questioned to-day concerning his brother. He 
said the latest news received from Gen. Gordon 


was to the effect that he had no fear as to his 
personal safety. He could leave Khartoum by a 
safe route any day, but would not until a 
better Government in the Eastern Soudan had 
been established and thesafety of the inhabitants 
from the rebels assured. At the time of Gen. 
Gordon's news to Sir Henry he was engaged ina 
project against the slave trade in the Upper 
Congo, Gen. Gordon considered that a large 
British expedition was needless. He only want- 
édafew hundred English troops to co-operate 
with the gun-boats after the rising of the Nile 
to clear the country of rebels from Berber to 
Khartoum. 

According to the Pall Mdll Gazette France 
asked that before the meeting of the proposed 
conference England should consent_to place 
Egypt under international control. Earl Gran- 
ville, Foreign Secretary of State, objected to 
this so long as the British military occupation of 
Egypt should continue. France then asked that 
the duration of the English occupation should 
be limited, and renewed its demand for an imme- 
diate international control. Karl Granville, in 
answer to this, named five years as a minimum 
for English occupation, and insisted on a 
postponement: of the proposed international 
control until after the English had _ with- 
drawn from the country. France steadfastly 
adhered to its previous demand, until at last Earl 
Granville offered to consent to the principle of 
multiple control, provided it shou'd be disguised. 
France accepted this, caring little for the shad- 
ow, but anxious for the substance. France is 
now trying to limit English occupation to three 
vears. The Pall Mall Gazette denounces the 
scheme of multiple control, however it may be 
disguised. “Such a project,” it says, “is an 
anachronism and certain to resultin disaster as 
long as the British soldiers stand alone between 
Egyptand anarchy. The control will hold the 
purse-strings, and thereby govern the policy of 
ERgyvt.”” Thesame paper says the Cabinet has 
decided to accept the French proposal. It will 
evacuate Egypt within the desired period and 
allow an international board supreme authority 
over Egyptian finances. 

Italy supports France in her demands for the 
international control of Egypt. The other pow- 
ers have not yet stated what position they will 
take. The Egvptian conference will open with 
power to decide all questions in regard to the 
control of Egypt, a reform of the present admin- 
istration, and the term of the English occupa- 
tion. One section of the Liberal press is strong- 
ly opposed to the Government’s concession to 
the French demands. 

The Sultan has refused to send 10,000 troops to 
the Soudan to co-operate with the English.

The Count of Paris, the paper says, hav- 
ing formally held a high position in the Ameri- 
can army as an Officer on Gen. McClelian’s staff, 
was present at Mr. Morton's ball as an ex-officer 
in the United States Army. 

Prime Minister Ferry will not consider the 
claim for the memoirs of Mme. Taglioni, which 
were found deposited with a notary of Marseilles, 
and which are alleged to contain copious piquant 
stories of her personal experience in the highest 
society of Berlin, Paris, Vienna, and London dur- 
ing her career as a danseuse. It is doubtful 
whether the son of the Count of Voisins will con- 
sent to the publication of the memoirs. 

The Voltaire publishes a letter from Brussels 
which says that Belgium and Holland have 
agreed to exclude the German Princes from suc- 
cession tothe Dutch throne. The same letter 
mentions an —e Dutch and Belgian cus- 
toms union, and says that Princess Wilhelmine 
of Holland has been betrothed to Prince Bau- 
douin of Belgium.

The 
fire originated in a mill owned by A. J. Lyon and 
was caused by a hat-box. The wind at the time 
was directly from the south, ahd as the 
mill was a very dry and ancient struct- 
ure, it was all ablaze in an instant. 


At this instant the wind veered to the 
eastward, and despite the determined efforts 
of the firemen swept aiong the riyer bank, de- 
stroying the large grist mill of Luke Doolittle, 
the large cigar-box factory of his son-in-law, 
Charles Woodruff, and the bee-hive factory of C. 
H. Lacey. The large tannery of W. H. Wil- 
kinson, which was recently rebult after a 
fire of & year ago,was only saved by great efforts. 
Still further down the stream was also the large 
child’s sled and wagon factory of the Winton 
Manufacturing Company, but although on fire 
several times this and other adjacent buildings 
were saved. So hot and fierce a fire has not 
occurred here for years, and it was thought at 
one time that property valued at many hundred 
thousand dollars must go. 

The estimated losses are as follows: Charles 
Woodruff, cigar-box factory, $20,000; insurance 
partially covers loss. Luke Doolittle, Bingham- 
ton City Flour Mills, $30,000; no insurance. Addi- 
son J. Lyon, saw mill, lathe mill, lumber yard, &c., 
$10,000; no insurance. E. W. Kelley, furniture 
factory, $2,000; no insurance. C. H. Lacey, bee- 
hive manufactory, $1,000; no insurance. This 
has long been considered a dangerous spot for 
fire, and the rates were very high.

‘THE COURT HEEDS LAWYER TEWKESBURY’S 
STORY OF ROUGH TREATMENT. 


Major William Harris, formerly clerk of 
the defunct firm of E. B. Carroll & Co., Wall- 
street grain brokers, was placed at the bar of the 
Special Sessions Court yesterday for trial on a 
charge of assault. The complainant was William 
J. Tewkesbury, the Chicago lawyer who at- 
tempted to take possession of the office No. 561 
Fifth-avenue on the Sth inst., and made another 
similar effort on the following day, when he met 
witha warm reception at the hands of Major 
Harris. The basement and first floor of the 
building No. 561 Fifth-avenue were fitted up ata 
cost of about $4,000 by the brokerage firm of E. B. 
Carroll & Co.,who became financially embarrassed 


da made an assignment to Elmore A. Kent & 

. of the Wells Building, which firm placed 
Major Harris in charge of the premises. Mr. 
Tewkesbury claimed to have an interest in the 
premises. neying, as he asserted, received a bill 
of sale from William N. Sturges, vesting him 
with the lease of the office, furnished, until 
August. Matters in regard to the ownership of 
the offices were in this complicated condition 
when, on the 9th inst., Tewkesbury called for the 
purpose of serving a notice in civi} proceedings 
on Harris touching the vexed question. 

According to Mr. Tewkesbury’s statement in 
court yesterday, he was saluted on entering the 
office with the exclamation from Major Harris, 
* Get out of here or I’]! kill you.” Mr. Tewkes- 
bury anticipated no such salutation. He carried 
in one hand a basket of fruit while in his other 
bie heid an umbrella. Thus handicapped, he says. 
he was assaulted by Harris, who fel] on him, threw 
him down, blackened his left of; scratched his 
nose, and kicked him. ‘“ Then,” the complainant 
added, he picked me up, threw me over a chair, 
and fell with his full weight on me while I lay 
prostrate on the floor.” 

Col. Charles F. Reed, who defended Guiteau, 
was in attendance to perform a similar office for 
Major Harris, and began to question the com- 

lainant as to what right he had to enter the 

uilding. Testimony on this point was not per- 
mitted to be given, the court announcing that 
the assault would alone be considered. 

For the prosecution Horn R. Kneiss, counsel 
for the camplainant, called William N. Sturges, 
broker, of the Windsor Hotel, and William H. 
Marston, grain merchant, of No. 104 West Forty- 
fourth-street, both of whom witnessed the as- 
sauit and gave evidence corroborative of Mr. 
Tewkesbury’s. 

The defense opened by calling to the stand in 
the order named Alexander G. Black, of the firm 
of William Biack & Co., members of the Cotton 
Exchange; James D. Eagan, a merchant, and 
Capt. Charles N. Ebbs, of Nashville, Tenn., all of 
whom testified to the peacetul and quiet disposi- 
tion of the accused, while the last-named wit- 
ness in addition declared him to be a man noted 
for his kindness and generosity. 

Mr. Harris made the following statement: 
“On the day in question Tewkesbury came to 
the officeand tried to force an entrance. I or- 
dered him to leave, saying that I was in rightful 
ossession, and informing him that he was in- 
ruding. He paid no attention to me, and I ap- 
proached and attempted to shove him. He re- 
sisted and struck at me. I warded off his blow, 
and it is possible that in doing so I scratched 
him. I then caught hold of him by the lapels 
of his coat to eject him. While we were thus 
contending Mr. Marston relieved him of a parcel 
and we both feil, | on top.” é 

Justice Ford, after consulting his colleagues, 
Judges Smith and Kilbreth, declared the defend- 
ant cuilty, and imposed a fine of $200, which was 
paid under protest, and notice was given of an 
appeal to be taken from the decision. 


MISS HAZARD’S BODY FOUND.

{DENTIFICATION OF THE YOUNG WOMAN 
WHO WAS DBOWNED NEAR HASTINGS, 
The body of the young woman which 
was found in the Hudson River, at Hastings, on 
Saturday, was identified yesterday as that of 
Miss Arabella Hazard, of Cincinnati, for whom 
relatives and friends have been anxiously search- 
ing for several days. Coroner Mitchell concluded 
an inquest over the body in the forenoon. Dr. 
Adolph Schlosser, of Hastings, testified that he 
had made an examination of the body, but was 
unabie to find any marks of violence on it. It 


had the appearance of haying been in the water 
four or five days. 

On one of the fingers of the dead woman was 
found a plain gold ring, on the inside of which 
were the barely perceptible initials ‘‘A. H.” 
This ring aroused the first suspicion that the 
wearer might be the missing Miss Hazard. She 
was dressed in a black silk dress with cashmere 
overskirt, white underskirt, No. 3 side-laced 
English gaiters, nearly new, and red flannel un- 
derciothing. She had on a breastpin and ear- 
rings of plated Etruscan gold. In her pocket- 
book was found a twenty-dollar bill on the Na- 
tional Bank of Cynthiana, Ky., and a time-table 
of the Bee Line, Cleveland, Columbus, Cincinnati 
and Indianapolis Railroad, with a time-table of 
trains leaving Cincinnati, evidently clipped from 
a Western newspaper. 

The verdict of the jury was that she was “ un- 
known, and that she came to her death by being 
drowned in the Hudson River, and, there being 
no marks of violence on her body, we think she 
either jumped or fell from a boat on the gaid 
river on or about the 2lst of May.” 

The body was placed on ice in George Baker's 
undertaking establishment at Hastings, and 
Coroner Mitchell telegraphed Col. John H. Mixer, 
care Chief of Police of Cincinnati, as follows: 
** Body recovered here. Answers description of 
Arabella Hazard. Answer immediately.” Late 
in the afternoon Col. Mixer sent a reply giving 
detailed descriptions of Miss Hazard’s wearing 
apparel, from which it was evident that the body 
was that of the missing Cincinnati girl. A mes- 
sage was afterward received that Miss Hazard’s 
cousin had left Cincinnati for Hastings. It was 
ascertained yesterday that the dead girl attended 
school at Dobbs Ferry some yearsago. Several 
yensdents of Dobbs Ferry remember her quite 
well. 


ASSAULTED BY TWO SAILORS. 


MISS NORA WALSH’S STARTLING EXPERIENCE 
IN NEW-ROCHELLE, 

There was great excitement in New- 
Rochelle yesterday morning when thetwo young 
tramps who assaulted Miss Nora Walsh on Fri- 
day last were arraigned before Police Justice C. 
E. Kene in the Town Hall. The room was packed, 
and the irate farmers were evidently half in- 
clined to take the law into their own hands. 
The prisoners gave their names as John Dersrer, 
age 21, and Frederick Felthouse, age 30. Dr. 
Finch said that the little girl, who is but 14 years 
of age, was under great mental excitement when 
he was called to attend her. Her wrists, arms, 


and ankles were severely bruised by the bindings 
that had been on them, He did not think she 
injured. Miss Nora was in 
"OC and appeared to be in 
good condition yesterday morning. She 
could not remember much that took 
place. She said that she was on her way to the 
Catholic school in New-Rochelle on Friday morn- 
ing when she was suddenly caught from behind 
and her mouth filled with leaves. Her arms were 
tied and she was carried over a fence. She heard 
one of her assailants say, ** Come on, Jobn,” but 
did not see their faces at all, and so could not 
identify the prisoners as her assailants. While 
she was unconscious she says she thought she 
was dreaming, but did not know where she was. 

James Neville, her cousin, testified to having 
found her on Mrs. T. A. Reynolds’s property on 
Saturday with her mouth full of leaves, hair over 
her face, and bound hand and foot. It took him 
10 minutes to untie the knots. They were sailor's 
knots. He took her home. She wasina dazed 
condition. 

Mr. L. P. Randall, of Philadelphia, testified to 
having seen these two prisoners lying on the 

round opposite where the assault took place on 

riday. Arthur Sheppard also identified them as 
the two men he saw in that neighborhood, 

The prisoners asserted that wher were sailors 
and shipped from New-York. Chief of Police 
Malloy went to New-York to make some in- 
guiries, but failed to verify their story. They 
were committed to White Plains Jail to await the 
ection of the Grand Jury.

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NOTES FROM WASHINGTON.

WASHINGTON, May 26, 1884. 

The Senate to-day concurred in the House 
proposition extending the term of the Court of Ala- 
bama Claims to Dec. $1, 1885. 

The State Department has received a copy ofa 
decree issued by the President of Venezuela, by which 
the cremation of corpses of yellow fever victims is 
made obligatory in that republic. It is claimed that 
there is danger of infection trom buried bodies for 
months after burial, and that cremation will prevent 
the spreading of the disease. 

The Star to-night quotes Representative Hurd, 
of Obio, as saying that an effort will be made at this 


session to extend the free list by the addition of lum- 
ber and coal. It is understood that Secretary Folger 
has written a letterto Representative Hewitt approv- 
ing the administrative part of the latter's tariff bill. It 
is thought more than likely, therefore, that the changes 
in the present law provided for in that part of the bill 
will receive the sanction of the House. 

The Department of State having been in- 
formed that the Chinese Government proposed to enter 


a silk loom, in operation, as an exhibit at the New-Or- 
leans Exposition, the question arose as to whether the 
Chinese restriction act did not prohibit the landing of 
the operators, on the ground that they were laborers. 
The question was referred to the Treasury lepart- 
ment, and Secretary Folger to-day informed the Secre- 
tary of State that the Chinese operators would be ad- 
mitted without molestation, with the understanding 
that they will not remain in the country longer than is 
necessary to display their exhibit. 


Senator Ingalls reported from the Committee

It would 
no doubt be a fine thing if Congress could 
promote and protect the purity of the family 
in Utah and elsewhere without going out 
of its legitimate sphere of action, but there 
are many other things affecting the rights

| of citizens and the limitations of legisla- 
| tive action which will have to be consid- 
yj ered. There are many moral and social 
| reforms which it is desirable to effect, but 


} which can hardly be accomplished by act 

| of Congress. In dealing with a community 
like that in the Territory of Utah, it is 
necessary to distinguish between that 
which is desirable as a matter of morals 
and that which is practicable as a matter 
of legislation and administration. 


Representative Cox, of this city, has in- 
troduced a bill in the House designed to 
put a stop to the practice of obstructing 
the entrance to this harbor by dumping 
refuse therein. This is a practice that 
ought not only to be prohibited by law, 
but to be absolutely. prevented by a 
rigid enforcement of the law. The chief 
offender is the city itself, which, 
through its Street-cleaning Department, 
is constantly engaged in towing great 
masses of street refuse and ashes out 
to sea and dumping them where they 
are likely to be carried by the movements 
of the water into the pathway of naviga- 
tion. It is quite time that some other 
method were devised for disposing of the 
refuse of the city, and if the national pow- 
er is exerted to prevent the destruction of 
the harbor the city authorities will be 
compelled to take the action which they 
ought to take of their own motion. There 
is no insuperable difficulty in the way of 
solving this problem of disposing of refuse 
matter. 


Under a proper administration of the 
rules of the House of Representatives, Ros- 
INSON, of Brooklyn, would never have the 
good fortune to catch the Speaker’s eye. 
The House seems to be fairly alive to the 
duty of suppressing ROBINSON, which, in- 
deed, is inculcated by the instinct of self- 
preservation. On Monday, however, un- 
der the call of States the right of RosBin- 
son to make an ass of himself cannot be 
denied and is frequently enforced. The 
idiotic proposition he made yesterday 
that no member of the House should be 
permitted to call upon a foreign Minis- 
ter without the leave of the House is pro- 
bably the tardy but terrible revenge of 
ROBINSON upon Mr. Hewitr for explain- 
ing to Mr. SACKVILLE-WEsT how insignifi- 
cant and imbecile ROBINSON really was. 
Of course, the House will never hear 
again of ROBINSON’s proposition, which 
was intended purely for Buncombe, Bun- 
combe being the Second District of Brook- 
lyn. Every decent voter in that district 
ought to take shame to himself that 
ROBINSON’S method of manufacturing po- 
litical capital has thus far been effettive 
enough to keep him as a disgrace to his 
district and the House. 

The French proposition for an “ inter- 
national control” over Egypt seems to 
miss the point of the situation. France 
as the power most interested, next to 
Great Britain, in the canal and in Egyp- 
tian securities, has exhibited an unworthy 
jealousy that Great Britain should assume 
the task of administering upon the Khé- 
dive’s effects. She has demanded some of 
the protection for her own share. It 
would be much more to the point to 
get the other powers to agree with her 
in the view that the English occupation 
of Egypt is, as in fact it is, a Receivership. 
When one of a number of creditors enters 
upon the estate of a debtor, and proceeds 
to realize upon the same, he thereby puts 
himself as to all the rest in the position of 
the debtor. Itis to the solvent ‘‘ protect- 
or” of the property, and not to the im- 
poverished holder of the equity of redemp- 
tion, that the other creditors, if they are 
shrewd, will look for the satisfaction of 
their claims. If France should take this 
ground, and induce the other powers to 
occupy it with her, she would make her- 
self far more disagreeable to England than 
by demanding her share of the ‘‘ joint pro- 
tectorate” of an estate which consists 
chiefly of liabilities.

While his 
sincerest friends and the great mass of the Re- 
publican Party have watched in vain for some 
unmistakable token of his wish to bring the con- 
sequences of their guilt home to these criminals, 
his enemies have gleefully and with most dama- 
ging deductions pointed to the shameless course 
of the Washington sheet which goes by the name 
of the ‘Administration organ’—a newspaper

They had other 
far more powerful friends, who were even 
nearer President ARTHUR than was the 
First Assistant Postmaster-General. The 
Government was betrayed in its prosecu- 
tion of Wi1LL1AM Pitt KELLOGG. In that 
prosecution the people were in the position 
of a client whose lawyer visibly shields the 
accused with one hand against the evi- 
dence he prepares with the other— 
stealthily vitiating it at every crucial 
point. The accused in the case was the 
head of the Arthur delegation from 
Louisiana. It would not do to convict 
him and send him to jail or over to Mr. 
BLAINE. 

In the testimony before the Springer 
committee yesterday Mr. W. W. KER, 
who was one of the Government counsel 
in the star route prosecutions, gave some 
further information about the behavior of 
Government counsel. It has long been 
known to everybody that Col. GEORGE 
Buiss, who received over $60,000 from 
the Government for his services in 
these cases, neglected to inform MER- 
RICK of the character of the ‘accessi- 
ble evidence against KELLOGG; and it 
is perfectly well known that he took 
pains to traduce on all possible occasions 
the character of the witness WALSH, 
whose testimony was absolutely essential 
to the success of the prosecution. But it 
is now stated by Mr. Ker that BLIss 
sought to effect the escape of DorsEY by 
an open appeal to his fellow-counsel to 
“let him go!” Mr. Ker’s testimony on 
this point is as follows: 

“One day,about the middle of the first trial, 
the other counsel and myself were at the Post 
Office Department. I was waiting outside of 
one room for MERRICK. He came, and, as we 
walked toward the door, said, in an excited man- 
ner: ‘What do you suppose Biiss wants? He 
wants us to let DorsEy go.’ I suggested that he 
might have thrown that out as an expedient. 
*Oh, no,’ he replied; ‘he meant it; he wants to 
let DorsEy. go. He also wanted me to go to the 
Attorney-General and say that three lawyers 
were too many in the case, and to advise the At- 
torney-General to dismiss you and let himselt 
and me remain.’ I told him to go and tel] the 
Attorney-General; that I was anxious to get out 
of the cases. MERRICK replied that he would go 
outif Ileft. Hesaid he wanted me to stay and 
help him watch BLIss.” 

GEORGE BLIss.is CHESTER A, ARTHUR’S 
nearest political friend. STEPHEN W. 
DoRSEY was one of the most audacious of 
the star route thieves. The President’s 
friend, who was employed by the Depart- 
ment of Justice # $150 a day, wanted to 
“let him go !” 

The Republican Party might as well 
nominate DorsEY himself at Chicago as to 
nominate the President to whose compla- 
cent toleration of the studied and deliber- 
ate mismanagement of the star route trials 
the men. who plfindered the Treasury of 
millions owe their immunity from the 
punishment they so richly deserved. 


THE BANKS AND BUSINESS. 


The falling of the bank reserve below 
the ratio fixed by law, with other facts 
more or less definitely known in regard to 
their condition, is giving rise to much dis- 
cussion as to their capacity to maintain 
substantially unimpaired their function in 
the general business which depends upon 
them. In the main =the tone of 
this discussion is sensible and. calm, 
and betrays little umreasonable ap- 
prehension. It is impossible from the 
published statements of the banks, either 
through the Clearing-house , or ; through 
their reports to the Controller of the Cur- 
rency, to obtain a full and accurate ac- 
count of their condition, ‘and to this fact 
more than to any other is due whatever of 
distrust exists. Judging, however,’ from 
such facts as are accessible, and from the 
known general course of business, we be- 
lieve the situation to be substantially this:> 
The banks as a whole are entirely able, 
with firm and prudent management, not 
only to meet all their obligations, but to 
continue to furnish to legitimate business 
the facilities which may properly be asked 
of them; and as the action of the Clear- 
ing-house has practically made the re- 
sources of all the banks available, within 
reasonable limits, for the purposes of each, 
it is safe torely on their condition as a 
whole. While it is not to be denied that 
some of the banks have been making 
loans on securities that are speculative, 
and that are not now as available as col- 
laterals ought to be, there is no reason to 
suppose that this has been done to an ex- 
tent to cripple the banks generally in the 
position of mutual and joint action which 
has temporarily been adopted. It must be 
remembered that this sort of business has 
been confined to a limited number of 
banks, and has formed only a portion of 
the operations even of these. And fur- 
ther, whatever may be the extent of this 
not strictly safe business, its effect upon 
the position of the banks must be meas- 
ured by the nature of the demands to 
which the banks generally are being or 
are likely to be subjected. ; 
This is a very important element in the 
situation. At a time like 1878, when all 
business was greatly inflated, when com- 
mercial credits were widely and rashly 
extended, when the basis of by far the 
greater part of the business of the whole 
country was credit, and credit extrava- 
gantly used and recklessly granted, the 
demand upon the banks, the moment a 
shock was given to confidence, must be 
universal, immediate, and desperate. At 
such a time the mercantile community, 
denied the use of bank credits, which are 
simply the vastly swollen credits of the 
community in usable form, must fail. 
| There is now no such condition of things. 


‘to death or degradation. 


according to the best attainable evidence 

and consequently there can, on the one 
hand, be no such demand on the banks, 
and on the other, there can be no such dis- 


astrous results from the temporary dimi- 


nution of bank accommodations. 

It is argued in some quarters, and not 
without plausibility, that the confessedly 
enormous shrinkage in the market value 
of securities gives ground for distrust of 
the banks which have been making loans 
onthem. But it would be easy to exag- 


gerate the force of this inference. It must. 
be remembered that up to the ist of May | 


this shrinkage, which had been very 
great, had also been gradual and - rela- 
tively steady, and that the banks which 
had lent on the securities had had 
time to cause their debtors to make 
good the shrinkage, and had necessarily 
done so. The failures that have taken 
place in the last three weeks have in great 
part been caused, not by the general 
shrinkage of values, but by the connection | 
of the failing firms with such a bank as the 
Marine, or such men as FERDINAND WARD, 

JaMEs D. FisH, or Joun C. Eno. It isa 
fact not generally appreciated that, so far, 

not any of the heaviest speculators, who, 

if anybody, may be supposed to be 
deeply in debt on these speculative 
securities, have failed. Taking a cool 
view of all the facts, therefore, we see no 
reason for anticipating any serious .diffi- 
culty on the part of the banks, united as 

they now are, in fulfilling substantially 

their legitimate functions toward legiti-' 
mate business. The feeling of confidence 

in their ability to do this will, of course, 

be greatly dependent upon the promptness 

and steadiness with which the banks them- 

selves respond to all proper demands upon 

them. As to this we know, as yet, of no 

reasonable ground of complaint. 


A TELEGRAPH MONOPOLY. 


Mr. Jay GovuLp seems to be strongly 
averse to the idea of a telegraph monopo- 
ly. We do not clearly understand how he 
reconciles this aversion with his willing- 
ness to leave the telegraph business just as 
it is, which is the proposition made by the 
petitions which he has caused to pour in 
upon Congress from almost every place 
where there is a Western Union office. 
Still, there are many things in Mr. GOULD’s 
career that cannot be reconciled with 
each other off-hand. There are sim- 
ple people in the country who do not 
understand how he can be interested on 
both sides of the stock market, and play 
the pleasing game of heads I win and tails 
you lose. 

Mr. GovuLp might find a worse custom- 
er for his Western Union than the Gov- 
ernment, and if he really believed that 
the Government was about to take con- 
trol of the telegraphs, he would probably 
consent to ‘‘unload” upon the bosom of 
his country even at present prices, lest a 
worse’ thing happen to him. On the 
other hand, if he does not believe that the 
postal telegraph will amount to anything, 
why should he be as busy as his old friend 
and patron ina gale of wind circulating 
petitions against the same? The good but 
occasionally ‘credulous Mr. Dawes, it will 
be seen, is convinced that the petitions 
emanate from the apprehensions of the peo- 
ple that they may come to be crushed by a 
gigantic telegraph monopoly just as they 
are now oppressed by the Government 
monopoly of letter-carrying. 





THE VERMILION PENCIL. 


By slow process of mail transportation 
we have the official text of the imperial 


decree degrading Prince Kune from his 


high place in the Imperial Government 
of the Celestial Empire. For a time there 
were many and conflicting rumors con- 
cerning the end of this famous statesman’s 
career. \ It was reported that he and other 
notables had been decapitated as well as 
degraded, and that a portion of the high 
officers of the Government had been al- 
lowed to escape a more ignominious death 
by committing suicide. The English news- 


‘papers : published. in Hong Kong. give 


the official particulars of the. downfall 
of » the ; degraded . functionaries, from 


‘which it appears that formal disgrace was 


the most severe punishment meted out to 
‘any of the unfortunate offenders. The 
Government of China has been aptly de- 
scribed as a patriarchal despotism. Noth- 
ing can be more mild-mannered and amia- 
ble than the decrees which consign men 
Nothing is more 
obscure and secret than the source from 


“which springs the ‘mysterious power that 


fulminates these decrees. A new Ministry 
has come into power in Pekin. Its head 
is Prince CHuN, father of the present 
Emperor, and seventh son of a previous 
Emperor. Prince KunG, for many years 
the head of the Ministry, is degraded 
beyond remedy. 

The Imperial Dragon is the symbol! of 
the power of the Celestial Empire. The 
Vermilion Pencil is the official register of 
the imperial decrees. It may be said, in- 
deed, that the Vermilion Pencil is the 
embodiment of the hidden and secret 
forces of the Government. The cruel de- 
cree degrading Prince KunG undoubtedly 
originated with one of the wicked old 
women who really govern China. But it 
is known only as ‘“‘an autograph decree 
signed by the Vermilion Pencil.” There 
is in most newspaper offices in our fa- 
vored land a Blue Pencil which is dreaded 
by young and florid writers. This ceru- 
lean-tinting instrument clips the wings of 
many an ambitious paragraph, snips the 
life of a charming essay, or docks the pin- 
ions of rhyme. The Chinese Vermilion 
Pencil is intensely real to a doomed 
official. It consigns him to death or po- 
litical oblivion without redress. The Ver- 
milion Pencil, in thecase of Prince KunG, 
says that the Prince “‘ was at first very care- 
ful and diligent in assisting us, [the Ver- 
milion Pencil,] but afterward he became 
negligent and thought more of his own 
welfare than of the public weal.” That is to 
say, he allowed the French to get into 
Annam and to threaten the frontier while 
he was making money in Government con- 
tracts. Every Chinese politician does that. 

Moreover, it is suggested, Prince KUNG 
has stooped to accept bribes, and has 

to lift his eyes tothe Dragon Throne 
with ambitious desires. ‘‘ But,” remarks 
the Vermilion Pencil, ‘it is not onl” im- 
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“possible that he.can conceive such designs 


in his but the‘laws of the country 
will. prevent him,” just as though the 
Vermilion Pencil did not | know perfectly 
well that the laws of the country have not 
prevented the overturning jof more than 
one dynasty in China. Finally, after 
lecturing the , hapless , and / now! venera- 
ble Prince. in: the - most : tedious and 
hypocritical fashion: the Vermilion, Pen- 
cil decrees thus: ‘By special act 
of grace we suffers Prince’ KUNG to 
retain . his hereditary rank .as Prince, to- 
gether with his full ordinary pay; but he 
will be stripped of all official responsibili- 
ties and the double allowance ‘of. pay 
which was granted him some years ago.” 
A warning is given to other high func- 
tionaries, who are told that they have been 
watched and are admonished that they 
“must diligently abjure this vice of neg- 
ligence and be actuated by patriotic feel- 


ings only.” This remarkable decree noti-' 


fies all offenders in high places that their 
‘most’ secret thoughts will be instantly 
exposed,” and then, by way of a clincher, 
concludes: ‘‘ Let this decree be known to 
all! Reverentially obey!” There are 
other countries‘ than China in, which a 
despotic Vermilion.Pencil might find use- 
ful employment. 


THE BERLIN REVOLT. 
The popular uprising in Berlin against 


the piano is only the beginning of what: 


promises to be a great and wide-spread 
movement. It has begun in Germany, 
because in that unhappy country piano- 
playing is more common and virulent 
than it is inany other country; but it 
‘will spread wherever the piano is known, 
and in time men will demand protection 
from other instruments besides the piano. 

It is strange that men have so long borne 
peaceably with the tortures inflicted by 
persons ' practicing upon musical. instru- 
ments. For ages thetinkling of the Span- 
ish guitar has never ceased day and night, 
and although it has served to warn mari- 
ners from the coast while yet too far at 
sea to’ perceive the rugged outline of the 
Spanish” mountains, it has plunged the 
neighboring and helpless Portuguese into 
a dull despair which has been fatal to 
their progress as a nation. Travelers who 
have spent a night in the African coast 
settlements have reported that at early 
dawn the roar of the universal banjo issues 
from:the forests, and continues until mid- 
night, deafening unaccustomed ears and 
weakening the intellect of the stoutest 
colonist. It is true that many travelers 
have mistaken the noise ‘of the banjo for 
the hum of tropical insects, but every one 
who knows that the native Kings rise up 
at daylight to practice the banjo, knows 
that the insects are not at fault. 

Far worse than the Spanish guitar or 
the African banjo is the German piano. 
‘The average German young lady practices 
four hours a day, and many German 
young men imitate her miserable example. 
Police statistics show that the number of 
pianos in Berlin{ averages two and an 
eighth for every: house. . Thus on every 
block of a Berlin street ‘there are from 
two hundred to seven hundred and forty 
pianos, according to the character of the 
street and the financial circumstances of 
its residents. In a block where there are 
say, four hundred pianos, each of which 
is in operation four hours a day, it is evi- 
dent that there cannot be a moment be- 
tween dawn and midnight when some one 
is not practicing scales and exercises, or, 
worse still, playing WAGNER’s music. 

We need not wonder that the peaceable 
and well-behaved German finds the piano 
uproar unendurable. He can neither eat 
nor smoke in comfort; and much of the 
vagueness of German philosophical writ- 
ing is doubtless due to the fact that, it is 
composed by men suffering under the 
piano, and unable to think, much, less to 
write coherently. 

The outraged people of. Berlin have 
madea petition to the local authorities pray- 
.ing that it shall be made a misdemeanor to 
play the piano except between 11 A. M. 
and noon, and between 8 and 11 P. M. 
Should a law to that effect be adopted and 
carried out, the Berlin pianos will be si- 
lenced during the greater part of the day. 
It does not follow, however, that this 
will be an improvement. At present pi- 
ano-playing is ceaseless, but it is seldom 
that more than one-third of the pianos in 
any given street are in use at one and the 
same time. Hence the volume of noise 
is nothing like as great as it will be when 
all the pianos in the city are sounding at 
the same time. The respectable German 
who finds the sound of two hundred si- 
multaneous pianos distracting will find the 
sound of six hundred, each one playing a 
different tune, utterly intolerable. He 
will not be able to enjoy the 
quiet of the morning through dread 
of the crash of keys that is to break 
on his ear at precisely 11 o’clock, and 
he will spend the afternoon in dreading 
the terrible three hours from 8 to 11, dur- 
ing which period he will have to seclude 
himself in the recesses of his coal cellar 
with cotton in his ears. Indeed, it is im- 
probable that even with these precautions 
he can preserve his hearing unimpaired. 
The simultaneous roar of all the pianos in 
Berlin would be louder than that of the 
bombardment of the city by the whole ar- 
tillery of France, and there would be great 
danger thatrupture of the tympanum and 
total deafness would be the fate of all Ber- 
lin. 

The petitioners are guilty of great folly 
in consenting to make piano-playing law- 
ful during certain hours. They should 
aim to diminish the number of pianos 
rather than the hours of practice. What 
would be thought of the community 
which, in the pretended interests of tem- 
perance, should permit every man, woman, 
and child to sell liquor during four hours 
of every day? What the Germans should 
do is either to prohibit the use of pianos 
except when prescribed by a physician 
or to adopt the high-license system. The 
former would probably be fonnd imprac- 
ticable, though it is certainly worth try- 
ing. The high-license system could not 
fail to accomplish great good. If no one 
were to be allowed to touch a piano ex- 
cept after: payment of a license fee of 
$1,000, the gi majority of piano-play- 
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a system would doubtless reduce the aver- 
age number of pianos per block to eight 
or. ten. Such a gain would be enormous, 
and the , comparatively little evil wrought; 
by licensed piano-players could be ‘born 
without disastrous consequences, 

The subject is one of great interest to’ 
Americans, since ‘the piano has grown to: 
be alarmingly prevalent in every city'and. 
village of the country. We shall soon’ 
have to deal with it, and we should be 
‘careful to avoid the mistakes with which 
the Germans have ‘begun their anti-piano 
crusade, Societies should immediately be 
formed for promoting agitation in favor 
of a high-license system, and at the same 
time it would be well to labor for the 
adoption of’a prohibitory law in connec- 
tion with accordion and cornet playing. 


Tt is unusual for a member of the House 
of Commons to write to the newspapers to 
explain his vote, or his failure to cast a 
vote, in. the House of Commons. Sir 
STAFFORD NorTHCOTE’S letter explaining 
that if he had been in the House when the 
vote was taken on Mr. BropRICK’s amend- 
ment excluding Ireland from the operation 
of the new Suffrage bill he would have 
voted for the amendment is superfluous 
for its avowed purpose. Asa good Con- 
servative he would not be suspected 
of favoring the application of the bill 
to England, much less to _ Ireland. 
The motive of his writing must, therefore, 
be to express his disapproval of the at- 
tempt of Lord RANDOLPH CHURCHILL to 
play Dizzy’s tricks over again at the ex- 
pense of the Conservative Party. Lord 
RANDOLPH will discover in the course of 
time that a ‘‘ Democratic Tory” is nota 
pleasing object in the eyes either of a 
Democrat or of a Tory. Whereupon we 
may expect to see him come out as a stiff- 
necked Conservative and violent opposer 
of all innovations, unless, indeed, he goes 
over to the other side altogether and takes 
pot-luck- with CHAMBERLAIN and BRapD- 
LAUGH. 


The Connecticut mind, notwithstanding 
the assiduous teachings of local humorists of 
great renown, has an eccentric idea of true 
bumor. ‘A Norwalk Bank in Trouble” was the 
caption of a Connecticut newspaper article yes- 
terday, and frightened depositors rushed to the 
Norwalk Savings Bank—one of the oldest anda 
safest in the State—and withdrew their deposits. 
The Connecticut humorist had in mind a run on, 
a sand bank near Norwalk when he penned this 
delicious joke.

THE STAR THEATRE. 

The three-act farce represented at the 
Star Theatre last evening—for the title of “ ec- 
centric conundrum” bestowed upon it by the 
house billsignifies nothing—afforded considerable 
amusement to a pretty large audience. It is not 
hkely that it was written with any more am- 
bitious intent, and hence is to be set down 
as completely successful. Its plot is of 
the most attenuated sort, but its comical 
incidents are numerous, and there are nota few 
bright lines in the rather commonplace but 
brisk dialogue which accompanies the liberal 
measure of horse-play from which most of the 
beholder’s fun is derived. ‘* Whose are They?” 
turns upon the mishaps of a husband afflicted 
with a tyrannical mother-in-law. His woes are 
intensified by a series of misunderstandings of 
the familiar type, and when it is mentioned that 
the climactic scene in the second act is the result 
of a wife’s overhearing a crack-brained au- 
thoress reading to her husband extracts 
from an unpublished’ novel, it will be 
inferred that the mainsprings of the story 
are not exactly new. But achievements 
of this pattern are not to be judged by critical 
canons. When they are neither dull nor vulgar 


they should be viewed with indulgence, and 
when they elicit merriment without giving 
offense they lay claim to something more 
than the negative praise of tolerance. 
“Whose are They?” kept the spectators 
in . their seats for upward of two 
hours, last night, and much hearty laughter was 
heard during the progress of the farce. The oc- 
casional passages in which bits of clever writing 
were detected were gered caught up by the 
critical minority o the assemblage, and 
the droll absurdity of some of the sit- 
uations and the pantomimic stage business 
in which the piece abvunds’ appealed 
to the more impressible majority. The success 
of the entertainment was chietiy attributable, 
however, to the lively pace at which the repre- 
sentation was carried on and to the excellence of 
the individual performances. Few farces have 
been played, after a score of repetitions, 
with equal liveliness and promptness. The 
seven characters in ‘“ Whose re They?” 
were, moreover, in ve competent hands. 
Mr. Joseph Haworth’s portrayal of Theophilus 
Pocklington, the persecuted husband, could 
scarcely have been improved upon. Mr. Ha- 
worth’s comedy was, pene an alittle overdone,’ 
but it was imbued with so much earnestness and 
made sympathetic by so unceasing a tlow 
of animal spirits as to be quite irresistible. 
Mr. Edward Sothern's personation of Mel- 
chisedec Flighty, a harmless lunatic, 
was just as good in its way, and, 
although somewhat conventional, exceedingly 
funny. Mr. Sothern, by the wey is the author, 
translator, adapter, or compiler—it is diffi- 
cult to decide which titie should be given 
the person responsible for “Whose Are 
They ?”"—ot the farce, and a younger son 
of the late well-known comedian. .The 
artists referred to particularly had the co-opera- 
tion of Mr. J. R. Shewell, Miss Lizzie Jeremy, 
Miss Eva Sothern, Miss Annie Douglass, and Miss 
Eva Barrington. Miss Barrington’s work wasa 
little rough, but thoroughly.earnest and propor- 
tionally effective. Persons who are not quite 
blasés as to the methods of modern dramatists 
cannot fail to be amused by the labors of these 
performers in Mr. Sothern’s unpretentious 
achievement.

PHILADELPHIA, May 26.— When the 
Methodist Episcopal Conference assembled this 
morning the report before it was that from the 
committee to redistrict the General Conference 
districts, and the report, which recommended 
the present number, (12,.) was amended s0 as to 
include one more district. The report of the 
Committee on Go-operation in Church Work was 
nextread. Theone portion which created discus- 
sion was a clause providing that at each General 


Conference every minister should be asked a 
series of questions, and his answers should be 
published ntheChurch Manual. These included 

he number ‘of probationers, members, and bap- 
tisms in each church during the year, the amount 
asked by the Board of Church Extensions and 
the amount received, and several other pertinent 
questions. This provoked an acrimonious dis- 
cussion, and was finally rejected by a large vote. 
The motion was further amended by substitut- 
ing, fora clause on the same subject, a resolu- 
tion that a commission be appointed to consider 
thesubject of consolidating and unifying benevo- 
lent societies, and devise a plan and report to the 
next General Conference. It was then agreed to.

The report of the Committee on Episcopacy 
then came uv. It'recommends, among other 
things, the establishment of episcopal residence 
at various places, and the list as finally adopted 
is_ as follows: Boston, New-York, Philadelphia, 
Washington, Cincinnati, Chicago, St. Louis or 
Greencastle, San Francisco or vicinity, Minne- 
apolis, New-Orleans or Austin, Atlanta, Topeka 
or vicinity, Buffalo, Denver.

OPPOSITION TO BUTLER AS A PRESIDENTIAL ~ 
CANDIDATE, 

INDIANAPOLIS, May 26.—Delegates to the 
National Greenback Convention are beginning 
to arrive freely, and the buzz of political gossip 
filis the air. Dr. Leonard says he looks for -700 
delegates and 10,000 visitors. But they will not 
be here. A meeting of the National Committea 
will be held to-morrow to make final arrange- 
ments forthe convention. Gen. J. B. Weaver, 
of Towa, or Charles Jenkins, of Obio, wiil 
be Chairman. Miss Frances Willard, of Chi- 
cago, will address the convention on Wednes- 


day on temperance and equal suffrage. The 
opposition to Butler's nomination by tke 
convention is headed by George 0. Jones, 
of New-York, who says that Butler is nota 
Greenbacker; that he has never been faithful to 
anything; that he is the consummation of ty- 
ranny and demagogy. “I believe in the old 
saying,” said Mr. Jones, “that if a man cheats 
you once it is his fault, the second time it is your’ 
own. Butler deceived me once, he never can 
cheat me again.” It is evident that Jones and 
the majority of the delegates are not rolling tha 
wheel of Greenback progress over the same road 
in the same direction. 

The anti-Butlerites are talking of Gen. West, 
of beagger  T Alexander Campbell and Coi, 
Harper, of Illinois; E. P. Allis, of Wisconsin, and 
even Jobn Seitz, of Ohio, as timber for the Pres- 
idential race. As a possible Presidential quan- 
tity, Gen. Weaver seems to have lost his grip.

BLISS WORKED FOR DORSEY 


SOME DAMAGING TESTIMONY BY 
MR. KER. 
4 PROPOSAL FROM COL. BLISS TO LET 
DORSEY GO-FREE—AN EFFORT TO HAVE 
MR. KER DISMISSED. 

WaskIncTon, May 26.—Mr. W. W. Ker, 
of Philadelphia, one of the counsel in the prose- 
cution of the star route cases, was examined by 
Mr. Springer’s committee to-day. He said he 
was employed on Jan. 21, 1882, by the Attorney- 
General, to prepare indictments. “I told the 
Attorney-General,” he continued, “that I was a 
Democrat. The Attorney-General replied that it 
was not a question of politics but of the admin- 
istration of justice, and he asked me to undertake 
the work. About two days after I received my 
commission I met Col. Bliss. He told me that I 
must not converse with Mr. Cook and that I 
must not allow him to see the indictments. He 
also said that I should not converse with Mr.’ 
Gibson nor with Mr. Corkhili. Col. Bliss gave 
me the abstracts of papers prepared by Mr. 


Woodward, and said the indictments must be 
prepared before the 4th of March or the parties 
would escape.” Mr. Ker referred to the indict- 
ing of two of the defendants’ by their initials. 
Hesaid: “I wanted the full names of Rerdell 
and rancerson. Coil. Bliss said he did not know 
what they were and that it was impossible to 
getthem. Mr. Woodward could not give them, 
nor could other Post Office Inspectors. I told 
Ool. Bliss that there might be trouble about it. 
He replied that the Christian names could not be 
found. On the booksin the Post Office Depart- 
ment the initials alone appeared, and those were 
taken. When the indictments came up in court 
they were quashed for this reason. There were 
also indictments for perjury against Charles H. 
Dickson, who is now holding a confidential posi- 
tion in the Department of the Interior. He 
BWore falsely as to the value of property. The 
indictments for perjury are still standing.” 

Q.—Could those against whom indictments 
have been filed be convicted? A.—They ought 
to be, and they undoubtedly would be on a fair 
trial. Ali of these indictments were prepared by 
March 4. 

Q.—Why were no otner cases than those of 
Dorsey and Brady taken to trial? A.—I couldn't 
tell without drawing on my imagination.” 

Mr. Ker then entered into the history of the 
trial of the cases. He said the Attorney-General 
told him to go into the trial; that it would lasta 
month or six weeks. He continued: * The At- 
torney-General wanted me to examine witnesses 
privately and prepare a brief of their testimony 
to be given to Col. Bliss. I went to Col. Bliss and 
told him what the Attorney-General’ had said. 
He replied: ‘ Never mind;’ that he would look 
afterthem. It is his nature to shoulder more 
than he can carry. I had nothing to do 
then with the witnesses. After the court 

uasbed the indictments against Vaile, Rer- 

ell, and Sanderson because of the Chris- 
tian name of Vaile being wrong, and 
because we did not have the Christian names of 
Rerdel! and Sanderson, we determined to make 
new indictments. Col. Bliss said Sanderson's 
name ought to be dropped out. The matter was 
left with me. Sanderson had previously said to 
Col. Bliss that he did not care so much about the 
indictments as he did about being mixed up with 
such a crowd as that. I left his name out, be- 
cause the evidence was insufficient. He had only 
been connected with one route. I think it was 
right that hisuamsshould have been left out. It 
has been charged that he paid money to have his 
name omitted. Not one cent was paid to me. 

“About this time \/alsh and Moore were 
snoken of as witnesses. Col. Bliss told me that 
Walsh was a man of bad character and not 
worth while having anything to do with. He | 
also said the same thing of Moore. Merrick, who 
had previously been appointed one of the coun- 
tel, afterwnrd found out that both men were 
valuable witnesses, and was very angry that 
neither had been subpoenaed. One day, 
about the middie of the first trial, the 
other counsel and myself were at the 
Post Office Department. I was waiting outside 
of one room for Merrick. He came, and as we 
walked toward the door, said in an excited man- 
mer: ‘What do you suppose Bliss wants? He 
wants us to let Dorsey go. I suggested that he 
might have thrown that out asan expedient. 
‘Oh, no,’ he replied; ‘he meant it; he wants to 
let Dorsey go. e also wanted me togo tothe 
Attorney-General and say that three law- 
yers were too many in the case, and to 
advise tne Attorney-General to dismiss 

you and =Ilet himself and .me _ remain.’ 
i told him to go and tell the Attorney-General; 
that I was anxious to get out of the cases. Mer- 
rick repliea that he would go outif I left. He 
said he wanted me to stay and help him watch 
Bliss. The Attorney-General was not told of 
this interview until I told him myself. When I 
did tell him he got up, walked the floor, and ac- 
cused me of dereliction. In closing the first 
trial the Attorney-General made an argument. 

here had been a desperate effort to save Dorsey 
by showing that he was not in as deep as 
the rest. The Attorney-General showed that 
Dorsey's name appeared 96 times in the cases. 
At the beginning of the second trial I was told 
to take charge of the witnesses and examine 
them before they appeared on the stand. Bliss 
acquiesced. I took them and foundthat Bliss, 
on the first trial, had not brought out half they 
knew. Then we bad new witnesses. The testi- 
mony of all was so strong against Dorsey that 
there was no doubt of conviction.” 

“Tts strength does not appear in the result,” 
interposed Mr. Stewart. 

“T had nothing to do with the result. The first 
jury would have convicted if it had not been for 
the foreman. On the second jury there were 
men who could not reador write. In the first 
trial we had 77 witnesses, 2,300 papers, and 3,286 
pages of printed testimony. In the second trial 
we had 150 witnesses, 2,741 papers, and 4,481 pages 
of testimony.” 

** No wonder the jury didn’t convict,” said Mr. 
Stewart. 

“There was no disagreement among the coun- | 
sel in the sevond trial,” the witness continued. 
“ Bliss made up his mind to go for Dorsey, and 
he did go for him as vigorously and viciously as | 
any of us.”

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THE VASSAR HOSPITAL. 
where 
WORK ON THE BUILDING COMMENCED—~ITS 
PRINCIPAL FEATURES OUTLINED. 


POUGHKEEPSIE, May 26.—When the will 
of the late Matthew Vassar was admitted to pro- 
bate the fact was made known that he had left a 
large sum of money for the erection and endow- 
ment of a “ hospital in this city to be called Vas- 
sar Brothers’ Hospital," on condition that his 
surviving brother, John Guy Vassar, should 
contribute an equal sum. He also made the 
hospital the residuary legatee of his estate. 
Since that time Mr. John Guy Vassar has not 
only fulfilled the condition named, but has taken 
an active interest in the matter, and it is mainly 
through his exertions that the enterprise has 
been brought so near to a realization. What the 
exact amount will be which is placed at 
the disposal of the hospital is not stated, and 
probably is not yet known. It will, however, be 
sufficient to erect very handsome and extensive 
buildings and so endow them that their useful- 


ness in the future is assured beyond a doubt. 
During the last season the Trustees purchased 
the entire block in the south-west portion of the 
city bounded by Lincoln-avenue, ———— 
Livingston-street, and Reed-place. e grounds 
comprise several acres, slightly rolling, but with 
& general slope toward the river, ending in a high 
bluff which overlooks tke railroad and the water, 
and furnishes a commanding and beautiful site 
for a building. The plans and specifications 
have been under consideration for several 
inonths past, and now work has been com- 
menced. 

The building is to be of brick, trimmed with 
terra cotta and molded brick, with stone water- 
table, silis, and lintels. It consists of three princi- 
pal parts—an administrative building 1n the cen- 
tre and two pavilions on either side. These are 
each two stories in height, with high slate roofs, 
and are joined by a one-story corridor, with a 
spacious veranda in front. is building will 
stand near the front of the bluff abovespoken of, 
facing the west. Its extreme length from the 
north side of the north pavilion to the south side 
of the south pavilion will be 180 feet, and the ex- 
treme depth from the front of the adminis- 
trative building to the rear of the pavilions 
is nearly 120 feet. The administrative build- 
ing, which occupies the centre of the block, is 46 
by 64 feet. The basement contains a kitchen, 
laundry, &c., and is airy,the water-table being 
elevated seven feet above the surface. The 
main entrance is in the centre and leads through 
a vestibule to a short hall, running back to the 
main corridor, which communicates with the 
pavilions. 
the rooms of the resident physician: on the left 
in front, the board room, and back ot 
that the d@ispensary. Across the corridor, 
occupying a _ high, one-story wing, is 
the operating-room, which is a large semicir- 
cular epacomens, well lighted on all sides and b 
skylight above. The second story of this build- 
ing is a bedrooms, and a portion will 
be left unfinished. The corridors leading from 
this centre building to the pavilion are each 28 
feet lone, with a veranda 10 feet in width in front 
for the use of convalescent patients. The 
pavilions are alike. and each is composed of two 
parts. In front are situated the dining-rooms, 
sitting-rooms, and nurses’ rooms, and _ this 
portion is 88 by 2 feet. Back of these 
are the wards for patients, 28 by 20, the main 
rooms being each 24 by 45 inside, with closets, 
bath-rooms, &c., in the rear. The second floor 
of the pavilions is a repetition in all respects of 
the first, so that there are in all four wards of 
the dimensions named above. Across the front 
of the centre building 1s a panel containing the 
legend, ** Vassar Brothers’ Hospital. Erected 
A.D. 1884." The interior wood-work is to be 
white pine finishedin shellac. The fioors are to 
be of yellow pine, and the walls will be plastered 
with asand finish at the sidesand hard finish 
overhead. Withers &Co., of New-York are the 
architects. 


EXCITED OVER A. SCANDAL. 


WHY CHARLES K. SMITH WAS BEATEN AND 
NEARLY SUFFERED LYNCHING. 

ATLANTA, Ga., May 26.—For several days 
great excitement has existed in the northern 
part of Fulton County over asensation the par- 
ticulars of which have been kept pretty well 
suppressed. It was known, however, that the 
name of a prominent lady was involved, and that 
an illicit admirer was lying at the point of death 
from wounds inflicted by the outraged busband. 
It was also known that a large party of angry 
men had one night surrounded the house in 


which the wounded man lay for the purpose of 
lynching him, and that it was with much diff- 
culty that their purpose was stayed. 

Three years ago, J. Tom Elliott, a widower, and 
the father of two childrdn, surprised the com- 
munity by eloping with the daughter of Squire 
Eskridge, a fascinating schoolgirl, with golden 
tresses, laughing eyes,and not yet out of her 
short dresses. When the wife returned to the 
home of which she was to be the future mistress, 
she took her place as one of the children, so pe- 
tite in figure wasshe. Thus for two yearslove’s 
dream was undisturbed. Near by there stood 
the country church. With its round of prayer 
meetings, singing nights, and Sunday-school 
gatherings’ Mrs. Elliott found herself fully taken 
up. Prominent omens those who joined in the 
services of song and aided in the management of 
the Sunday-school was Charles K. Smith. He 

aid brotherly attentionsto Mrs. Elliott, whose 
coohend did not at all times find it convenient to 
attend. 

Sharp eyes were watching, and soon rumors

Another engagement was made to call the fol- 
lowing Sunday, the husband going to be absent 
on that day also. In the meantime Mr. Elliott 
was warned of what was going on. He refused 
to believe aught against his wife, but the visits 
were proved to him so positively that he was 
forced to suspect something. Gotag So his wife, 
he charged her with infidelity. Falling on her 
knees before him, and with tears streaming down 
her cheeks, she begged his forbearance, and de- 
clared that Smith had forced her. 

This statement the husband reaatly accepted. 
He started out to take advice. Meeting the de- 
spoiler of his home unexpectedly, he picked up a 
brick, and, with unerring aim, threw it against 
Smith’s head, felling him to the und. Witha 
rail Elliott then proceeded to finish Smith, when 
he was stopped and the wounded man was taken 
to a neighbor’s house.

THE CROP OUTLOOK IN THE 
WHEAT-GROWING STATES. 

A GENERAL INCREASE IN ACREAGE, GOOD 
CONDITION, AND PROSPECTS OF A 
LARGER YIELD THAN IN 1882, 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., May 26.—S. H. Sea- 
mans, of this city, Secretary of the National Miil- 
ers’ Association, has prepared, for the use of 
members of the association, n report on the pres- 
ent condition and outlook of the wheat crop, as 
compared with the same time in 1883, compiled 
from replies to 3,000 circular inauiries which 
were sent to millers, grain-dealers, ani farmers. 

This report is awaited with great interest by 

speculators, millers, and other interestedipersons. 

The returns show that this year’s crop will be 
unusually large, probably much Jarger than that 
of 1882. Secretary Seamans says, by way of in- 
troduction; “I have made no attempt to figure 
out the approximate results, believing that at 
this critical period in its growth any estimate of 
the probable number of bushels of wheat that 
will be grown as the crop of 1884 would be pre- 
mature. The present outlook, however, is cer- 
tainly very promising, taken as a whole, with 
indications that it will approximate the crop of 

1882 should not unforeseen misfortune happen 


to its growth between now and harvest.” The 
comprehensive report is summarized as follows:

TELLER HINCKLEY’S LOSSES. 
PES SA eas . 

HIS DEFALCATION DUE TO UNSUCCESSFUL 

SPECULATIONS WITH GEORGE I. SENEY. 

The defalcation of Teller Hinckley, of 
the West Side Bank, it has been learned, was 
caused by heavy losses in stock speculation. The 
investigations of the bank officials have de- 
veloped this fact beyond a doubt. Among other 
discoveries made was one that Hinckley had 
been a somewhat extensive operator in the so- 
called Seney stocks, and that in more than one 
instance Mr. Seney and Hinckley operated on a 
joint account. 

The curtains of the euspended bank were 
closely drawn yesterday until well toward night. 


Inside the full force of clerks and examiners’ 


seemed busily at work. About the bank a little 
crowd came and went, discussed learnedly on 
what little they knew of the affairs of the insti- 
tution, and tried hard to find out something 
more. This attempt proved unavailing. The 


stalwart blue-coat who guarded the en- 
trance. said that no one would be ad- 
mitted and that there was no information 
to give out. A note to the officials inside asking 
when the statement of the bank’s affairs would 
be ready, brotght a brief repiy that they did not 
know. There was no item of information given 
from the West Side Bank yesterday when it 
could be avoiaed. Rumor was busy both as 
tothe whereabouts of Hinckley, the defaulting 
Teller, and the affairs of the bank. It was first 
reported that Hinckley had been found dead, 
and that his body was at the Morgue. This was 

uickly disproved. Then came a dispatch from 

Ibany saying that a body had been found there 
supposed to be that of the missing Teller. It had 
scarcely been made public when another dispatch 
announced that the body was not that of Hinck- 
ley. There were rumors, too, that the bank offi- 
cials were negotiating with Hinckley for the re- 
turn of all or part of the moneystolen. This 
was denied by several Directors last night, who 
said, further, that no trace of his whereapouts 
had been discovered so far as they knew. 

As to the bank’s affairs, it was reported that 
there had been a very hard feeling among the 
Board of Directors on account of the failure of 
one of the number, said to beafriend of Mr. 
Vanderbilt, to secure bonds toa large amount 
which were deposited with the bank as collateral 
security by the J. P. Hale estate. ‘*‘ This loan,” 
said Mr. T. C. Eastman, one of the Directors, “is 
pertectly secure. There is no truth in the re- 

ort whatever. It’s all a lie. There is no 
ll-feeling among the Directors. I offered 
to take the debt at the Directors’ meeting on Fri- 
day night and consider it perfectly good. The 
bank will pay every dollar. Of course, it can't 

ay 200 per cent. to stockholders, for Hinckley 
as stolen a good deal.” Mr. Eastman further 
said that the deposits were $2,500,000 when the 
Metropolitan Bank suspended. Ths wouldshow 
a falling off of over $1,000,000 in deposits in two 
weeks. Mr. Eastman said that a good many de- 
positors of the West Side Bank were afraid it 
might be tied up with the Metropolitan. 
irector Beckstein said that the Hale estate 
paid $50,000 to the bank on Saturday, and left 
the bonds to secure the balance. Hesaid: “It 
was a great mistake tosuspend. There was over 
$200,000 ‘in currency on the counters when the 
bank closed. We didn’t even have to use the 
$100,000 which the American Exchange Bank 
sent up, and it was returned to them. The Ex- 
aminers told me yesterday that they had finished 
everything except to go overa few securities at 
the American Exchange Bank. They would have’ 
been through yesterday had that bank been 
open. 

Although present at the meeting Friday night, 
when the Hale bonds were under discussion, Mr. 
Beckstein said he did not know what bonds they 
were. Directors Eiseman and Flammers also de- 
nied that they knew what the bonds were. Mr. 
Beckstein, however, said that they amo:nted to 
a good deal more than $100,000—just how much 
he did not know. 

“These bonds,” said Mr. Eiseman, “are lower 
now than when we took them, but they are 
good. If the bonds are worth nothing, the estate 
is good. I really don't know what bonds they 
are—some railroad. I hope and expect that the 
bank wili be running again this weck.” 

Mr. Flammers was also igiiorant of the nature 
or worth of the bonds, though he was present 
when they were under aiscussion. Mr. Flam- 
mers is very outspoken, however,in his belief 
that the President and Cashier are to biame for 
Hinckley’s theft. They should have watched 
him, he argues, with considerable warmth, 
and he advocates putting them both out of 
office as soon as the bank resumes.

A HUSBAND ACCUSED OF MURDER. 

BALTIMORE, May 26.—The mystery sur- 
rounding the dastardly midnight assault upon 
Mrs. Ruth Griest, who was attacked while lying 
in bed at her home near Elktown, Cecil County, 
Md., last Friday night, has been, it is thought, 
unraveled and ber husband has been arrested for 
the crime. The chain of evidence against him is 


imperfect, but the links are strong. Griest, who 
is 60 years old, stands 6 feet in his stockings. His 
wife is 32 yearsold and exceedingly handsome. 
Her reputation is good. Her husband's is bad. 
Mrs. Griest was formerly Mrs. Charles Crowall. 
Her first husband died last November. The 
widow, who had money. married Griest after an 
acquaintance of only 20 days, two months ago. [t 
has been discovered since the tragedy that Griest 
endeavored to get an acquaintance to sign his 
wife’s name to several large checks a few 7 
priorto thetragedy. The axe with which the 
assault was made belonged to Griest. When the 
neighbors came to the house in answer to 
Griest’s alarm there were no indications of any 
locks having been forced. The bloody axe was 
in its accustomed place. On the stairway lead- 
ing to the wife’s bedroom a lighted lamp was 
found, disproving the statement made by Griest 
that he pursued the alleged assassin down stairs. 
The injured wife has not yet regained conscious- 
ness long very to speak intelligently. The 
feeling against Griest is very bitter. He alleges 
he was lying beside his wife in bed when she was 
struck with the axe. 


MOVEMENTS OF STRIKERS. 
Burrato, N. Y., May 26.—This morning 
the brickiayers and stone masons of the city in- 
augurated a general strike for'an advance of 
wages from $3 to $3 50 per day.. Work on new 
buildings was suspended except in one or two 
cases, where contracts call for completion within 


aspecified time. The members of the Builders’ 
Association believe that wages paid are now 
rather too high than otherwise, and at a meeting, 
Saturday resolved not to pay any more. 


Fatt River, May 26.—The spinners of 
the Union mills returned to work at reduced 
wages this morning. Some of the Border Cit 
Mills strikers also returned to-day. One mill is 
running full and the other nearly full. At the 
Wampanoag, Chace. and Slade Mills the strikers 
offered to return if taken back in a body, but the 
manufacturers will not consent to turn out com- 
petent knobsticks. Only a few more spinners 
are needed in these three mills. 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., May 26.—The coal 
muners of Western Indiana have been on strike 
tor nearly three months, owing to the price of 
mining having been reduced to 75 cents a ton. 
A meeting of the miners was held at Brazil to- 
day, and it was resolved by a small majority to 
accept the terms of the operators. It is supposed 
that work will be resumed immediately.

THE READING BEATEN IN TRYING TO PRE- 
VENT COMPETITION. 

PoTTSVILLE, Penn., May 26.—Charters 
were granted last December to the Pottsville and 
Mahanoy and Reading and Pottsville Railroads. 
The former was connected with the Lehigh Vai- 
ley Railroad at New-Boston, near Mahanoy City, 
12 milesfrom this city, and the latter with the 
Pennsylvania’s Schuylkill Valley new branch. 
Thus there would be opened up direct competi- 
tion with the Philadeiphia and Reading Railroad 
through the coal regions. Strenuous efforts on 
the part of the esa Company were made to 
prevent the building of these roads, and its offi- 
cers at onlce commenced obstructive measures, 
One mile south of Pottsville there is a 
narr6éw ravine, which is completely occu- 
Pied by the Schuylkill Valle branch 
of the Reading Road, the Schuylki)l River, 
and the tow-path and bed of the Schuylkill 
Canal, which for more than 10 years has been 
abandoned. The new branch of the opposition 
road located and staked out its line on the tow- 
—. The Reading Company immediately began 
he construction of a temporary track on the 
tow-path, in order to shut them out. This, how- 
ever, was quickly stopped by an injunction at 
the instance of the Pottsville and Mahanoy 
Branch. The Reading Company then furnished 
men and material to a mythical corporation 
known as the Water Gap and Schuylkill Rail- 
road. These men were brought to Pottsville 
7 a special train, and in the dead of 
the night began to lay a double track on Coal- 
street, which was the new company’s line, and 
where it had already purchased a large amount 
of none for the erection of stations. Potts- 
ville and Mahanoy officials were promptly noti- 
fied, the Judges were routed out of bed, and an- 
other injunction issued, which stopped further 
progress of the track laying. This was followed 
by the Navigation Company restraining the 
Pottsville and Mahanoy Company from exercis- 
ing any rights on the tow-path. Then the Peo- 
le’s Railway Company, at the instigation of the 
eading Railroad Company, laid tracks on Coal- 
street on a survey made as far back as 1865, when 
it contemplated placing a horse railway through 
that street. Arguments were finally heard and 

affidavits and counter statements were put in. 

This morning, however, the cases were settled 
by Judge Pershing deciding to refer the first 
injunction to a master. Judge Bechtel sustained 
the injunction as to the People’s Railway Com- 
pany onthe ground that it had abandoned the 
rights it obtained by its location in 1865. Judge 
Green sustained the injunction against the Water 
Gap and Schuylkill Railroad and quashed the 
Navigation Company's injunction against the 
Pottsville and Mahanoy Railroad, which gives 
the new road a substantial victory, There is 
manifested among the publica feeling of general 
satisfaction over the result of the litigation, 
which will bring increased prosperity not only 
to this city but to the whole anthracite coal 
region.

CAPT. ANDERSON’S LONG TRAMP. 

RIcHMOND, Va., May 26.—Capt. R. W. 
Anderson, the venerable pedestrian who started 
from Sumter, 8. C., Wednesday, May 7, to walk 
to Boston, reached this city this morning. The 
Captain is 938 years old but is hale and hearty, 
and has averaged 20 miles a day since he started 


out on his tramp. He said to-day that before the 
railroads were built he drove ateam from Boston 
to South Carolina twice, and he wanted to 
see what improvements had been made, 
so he determined to make the trip 
on foot. He finas very few of the old 
landmarks left, and Capt. Anderson. will 
remain here until to-morrow, when he will start 
for Washington, where he expects to remain a 
few days to look after his pension for military 
services rendered in the war of 1812. He carries 17 
pounds of baggage, and is accompanied by a lit- 
tle dog which he says watches over him when he 
has to sleep out. He appears to be in good 
health, and says that he is in better condition 
than when he started out on his journey.

THE HORSES COME TO TOWN. 
4RRIVALS PREPARATORY TO THE OPENING 
OF THE SHOW TO-DAY, 

Madison-Square Garden underwent an- 
other of its numerous lightning changes on Sun- 
day, preparatory to the opening of the Horse 
Show this morning, and now it resembles a great 
stable, with a race-course in the centre, The 
middle of the floor, inside the eighth of a mile 
ring, which wes used for the walking-match, has 
been bedded with dirt and tan-bark for the ex- 
hibition track; and a smooth board fence, with 
gates on each of the four sides, surrounds it. 
The apartments over the Madison-avenue en- 
trance will be devoted to a wine-room and 
café, where everything in the line of edibles 
will be on sale at popular prices. The building 


has been elaborately decorated, and is wound 
with bunting and draped with the Stars and 
Stripes from frontto rear. The balcony front 
at the west end of the Garden is hung with 
maroon drapery, decorated with horse-shoes 
and“ sunrays” in gorgeous colors. The pillars 
about the great tloor are draped and hung with 
banners, and flags, coats-of-arma, shields, and the 
fiags of all nations are flaunted al) over the bunid- 
ing. In the rear of the Garden are box-stails, all 
made of new pine and spread with the most 
luxurious bedding, for the ftire-engine horses, and 
stalls for 30 ponies are in the south-east corner. 
The other horses are accommodated in the outside 
wings of the Garden, which are built up from 
end to end with stables and box-stalls, ali of new 
material, and all the accommodations are such as 
to suit the taste of the most aristocratic and 
a horses in the country. 

The horses began to arrive early yesterday 
afternoon, and before midnight almost all were 
assigned to their places, and the few that had 
not yet come wil! be in theirstalls when the show 
opens this morning. The scenes in the Garden 
asthe animals came in were interesting to all 
lovers of horsefiesh. The horses as they arrived 
were brought ioto the middle of the ring and in- 
spected by Veterinary Surgeon James 8. Cat- 
tanach, in order that no contagious disease should 
be brought among them. After the doctor had 
made a thorough examination he stamped a cer- 
tificate of health upon a tag upon which the 
number of thestall the animal was to occupy 
was inscribed. The tag was attached to the 
halterandthe animal led away. Sometimes a 
squad of horses would come in together, and then 
the grooms would have hard work to keep the 
spirited animals away from each other, and there 
Was a great deal of snorting and neighing, and 
plunging and rearing. It was a pleasing scene, 
too, when a great bony hunter decided to go one 
way and his littie groom insisted that he should 
go another, to observe the struggle, which would 
occasionally end with the little groom taking an 
involuntary slide about the tan-bark on the 
broadest part of his corduroys. Some of the 
animals were driven in in buggies and road- 
wagons, but most of them were ridden in, anda 
competent jury of jockeys, grooms, trainers. 
and stable boys formed at the gates and passed 
expert judgments upon the equine arrivals. 

The horses entered for the show represent 
every one of the United States, and Lord Ails- 
ford’s great thorough-bred stallion, the son of 
Hermit, tbe famous winner of the Derby, repre- 
sents England. The Engltish stallion arrived yes- 
terday in charge of a corpsof grooms and at- 
tendants, with a lavish supply of articles for the 
equine toilet. Alden Goldsmith’s celebrated 30- 
year-old stallion Volunteer, the father of St. 
Julien and jour other horses that have beaten 
2:20, also came in during the day, and five of 
Freddie Gebhard’s horses were among the arri- 
vals. The show will be opened at 9 o’clock this 
morning, and fire-engine horses, thorough-breds, 
and Arabs, horses of all work, heavy draught 
horses, Clyesdales, and Normans, ponies in har- 
ness, cobs under the saddle, and hunters will be 
udged during the day. The programme that has 

een issued by the management is an artistic lit- 
tle folio in black and gold, with the two central 
figures of Rosa Bonheur’s famous painting, * The 
Horse Fair,” on the cover. 
EES ORE EE 
HOT FOR “ BANCO” MEN. 
RESCUING A GUILELESS QUAKER FROM NEW- 
JERSEY FROM THEIR CLUTCHES. 

Charles Butler, a Quaker farmer and 
fruit-raiser, at Vineland, N.J., came to New- 
York on Saturday to attend the Yearly Meeting 
of the Society of Friends. Just before he left 
home a friend said to him: “ Don't be too famil- 
jar with those men that meet thee and claim an 
acquaintanceship.” Mr. Butier yesterday morn- 
ing took a strol] in Union-square. He was read- 
ing the inscription on astatue when a dapper, 
dark-complexioned young man accosted him 
with, *‘ Seems to me I recognize you; are you not 


from Philadelphia?” Mr. Butler replied in the 
negative, and the young man asking him 
his name, he gave it, with his address. 
Mr. Butler walked to Fourteenth-street, and was 
passing the Academy of Music when a tall man 
rushed up and, taking him by the hand, greeted 
him warmly, calling him by name. He went on 
to say that although he was not acquainted per- 
sonally with Mr. Butler, the latter probably 
knew his uncle, Mr. Maxim, Cashier of the Vine- 
land National Bank. Mr. Butier knew Mr. Max- 
im well, and was glad to see his nephew, who re- 
lated that he had just returned from a tour in 
Evrope. Just then Officer Pratt, of the Broad- 
way sguad, who was watching the couple, put 
bis handon Mr. Maxim’s nephew’s shoulder and 
told Mr. Butler who he was talking to. At the 
Jefferson Market Police Court the prisoner said 
he was Robert Robertzon, and he was held for 
examination. A case of vagrancy will be made 
out against him if possible. 

Detective James K. Price, of the Twenty-ninth 
Precinct, yesterday saw James Mauris, alias 
O’Brien, avcost a gentleman in front of the Cen- 
tury Building and there confer with “Kid” Miller, 
another sharper. Price went to the gentleman, 
and Mauris and Miller, seeing him, walked away. 
The gentleman, who refused to give his name, 
said that Mauris toid him a lot of nonsense about 
being a bank President’s son and tried to get 
his name, but failed. Price followed the 
*“steerers’” unseen by them until they met 
others of their profession in Union-square. 
Miller was relating how they had out- 
witted Price when that officer arrested 
Mauris. The others got away. Capt. Williams 
appeared in the Jefferson Market Court with 
Price and the prisoner. He said that the * ban- 
co” men had abandoned their quarters in Madi- 
son-square and were beginning t be a nuisance 
in Union-square. He proposed to annoy them 
as much as possible. In Mauris’s possession he 
tound a bankers’ manual which gave him ad 
dresses to give toa confederate. Mr. Ernest D. 
North, of No. 745 Broadway, was produced asa 
witness against Mauris in order to justify a 
charge ot vagranpcy against him. Mr. North 
said that he had seen the prisoner accost persons 
in Broadway for the past two years. A customer 
had pointed out Mauris to him asa “ banco” man, 

Mauris undertook his own defense. He de- 
clared that he had a position and received a gal- 
ary, and he exhibited some money as proof that 
he was not a vagrant. He added: “I do not 
inake my money asa gambler. I doas others do 
—gambie when | wantto.” He did not know 
what *“*banco” was, and had never heard of it. 
He stoppod in Union-square to talk “horse” 
witb a friend, and an hour after was arrested. 
Justice Gorman remanded him, and Mauris said 
te could produce witnesses to show he had a 
legitimate occupation.

BOY DETECTIVE IN TEARS. 
A YOUNG MAN IN BROOKLYN DISPLAYS A 
BADGE AND GETS INTO. TROUBLE, 

A well-dressed boy, about 16 years of age, 
entered Patrick Hackett’s jewelry store, at No. 
170 Fourth-street, in the Eastern District of 
Brooklyn, yesterday, and exhibiting a cheap ear- 
ring asked Mr. Hackett if he had recently bought 
one similarin appeawnce.

SLEEPLESS REBECCA JONES. 
HER HABITS, AS DESCRIBED BY WITNESSES 
IN THE HAMERSLEY CASE. 


Three opposing hosts of attorneys car- 
ried on a triangular controversy yesterday over 
the will of Louis C. Hamersiey before the Surro- 
gate and a throng of spectators, who had visited 
the court-room in the hope that Rebecca Jones 
would be put upon the witness-stand again. 
They were disappointed, for that contumacious 
virgin still kept the Hamersley secrets inviolate 
in the calm and peaceful seclusion of Ludiow- 
Street Jail. Mr. Carter led the forensic phalanx 
that maintained the validity of the will; Willard 
Bartlett headed the throng that contested it on 


the part of J. W. Hamersiey,and John E. Parsons 
insisted upon the right of his client, James Hook- 
er Hamersiey, to number himself among the con- 
testants. 

In furtherance of his claim Mr. Parsons called 
John J. Barr, the Cashier of the Chemical 
National Bank, to the stand. Mr. Barr testified 
that on April 26, 1882, Louis C. Hamersiey and his 
father, Andrew Gordon Hamersley, came to the 
bank and took thetin box which has figured con- 
spicuously in the case into a private room and 
afterwa put it back in the safe. He did not 
know what they did with it, or whether they 
took anything out of it. 

One of a brace of professional nurses—one tall 
and angular and the other short and fut—who 
were sitting firm and dignified among the wit- 
nesses, was then called to the stand. She 
was the tall and angular one, and her name was 
Mrs. Susan Duff. Susan began the proceedings 
by informing Mr. Parsons thut she should object 
to testifying on hearsay. Then she testified 
that she was employed as a professional nurse to 
attend uvon Louis C. Hamersiley, and went South 
with him and his wife. Mr. Hamersley was at- 
tacked with 7 malaria in Washington. 
She never heard Mrs. Hamersley speak of any 
business that would make it necessary for them 
to return to this city. When they returned, Mr. 
Hamersiey was put ina back room. There were 
two writing desks in the room, and the witness 
had seen him writing atone of them. She did 
not know who had charge of the keys. 

“Did you know. Rebecca Jones?” asked Mr. 
Parsons. 

“Yes, Sir,” replied the witness, “‘but I saw 
very little of her.” 

“Did you ever see her in Mr. Hamersley’s 
room?” 

** No, Sir.” 

** Did you know she was kept out of the room ?” 

“IT know she was not allowed to come into the 
room.” 

“Is it not a fact,” asked Mr. Parsons, ** that 
everybody was kept out of that room down to 
the time of Mr. Hamersley’s death?” 

“T have never seen anybody else there,’’ re- 
plied Mrs. Duff, ‘except Mrs. Hamersiey’s maid 
and the chamber-maid. Mrs. Hamersley was gen- 
erally present in the room. She hardly ever left 
her husband’s side during his sickness.” 

When Mrs. Duff was ready to leave the stand 
Mr. Bartlett asked the Surrogate to instruct her 
to be present at the next session of the court. 
“ We have had a great deal of trouble to get her 
here.” he said, “‘and expect that she will make 
an effort to leave the city.” Mrs. Duff told the 
court that she was professionally engaged at No. 
665 Fifth-avenue. and would probably be there 
for five or six weeks. 

“ Will you attend at the next session of this 
investigation ?” Mr. Bartlett asked sweetly. 

“TI can’t promise you anything,” replied the 
witness severely. ‘I’m attending upon the sick 
and find it very difficult to get away.” 

Miss Margaret Gannon, the short and fat nurse, 
testified that she attended upon Andrew Gordon 
Hamersley, Louis C. Hamersley’s father, for the 
10 days previous to his death in January, in 1883. 
He occupied the second floor front room, and 
there was a desk in the room. He never opened 
it while she was there. 

“Do you know anything about a will being 
found in that desk after Mr. Hamersiey’s death ?” 
asked Mr. Parsons. 

“I don’t know that it was a will,” replied the 
cautious nurse. * I was told that it was. I sealed 
it up in an envelope.” 

* Who told you to do that?” 

“Becky Jones. She took the will from the 
desk, and after I sealed it up she carried it over 
to Mr. John W. Hamersley, who lived next door.” 

“Had Becky talked about doing that before 
Mr. Hamersley died, in case of his death ?” 

* Yes, Sir.” 

Margaret testified that Mrs. Louis C. pemermey 
very rarely came into her father-jn-law’s sic 
room during his sickness, but was often in the 
back room. “She was always taiking to Becky 
whenever I saw her,” the witness said. Miss 
Gannon told of another remarkable peculiarity 
of the contumacious Rebecca. ‘She never slept 
at all,” she said, **during the 10 days I was in the 
house.” 

Lawyer Charles E. Strong. who had been called 
from a trout-fishing excursion to give evidence 
about Mr. Louis C. Hamersley’s previous wilis, tes- 
tified that he had drawn up three for him, Mr. 
James Hooker Hamersiey was a devisee anda 
legatee, he said, under the will of 1876. Mr. 
George F. De Witt, one of the attorneys for the 
proponent, Mrs. Louis C. Hamersley, testified 
about the keys to the desk in which Mr. Hain- 
ersley’s papers were kept. They tried al! the 
keys in the house, he said, and were finally 
ob. d to call in a locksmith to open the-desk.

NOR ANY OTHER MAN WHO CANNOT BE 
ELECTED, 

The serene confidence with which the 
Arthur and Blaine men of New-York have 
talked of the chances of their candidates is not 
quite so serene as it was. In fact, it is a trific 
shaken, and rumors have been current that the 
staunchest adherents of the candidates have ex- 
pressed some doubts as to the advisability of 
cramming either of those self-seeking gentlemen 
down the thaoats of Republicans. 

William H. Townley, for instance, who fell 
under the influence of Mr. Jingo G. Blaine some 


time ago, is alleged to have said publicly that he 
didn’t believe either Arthur or Blaine could be 
elected if nominated. Townley denied yesterday 
that he had said any such thing. “I believe it’s 
true, though, of Arthur,” said Mr. Townley, “but 
I think Mr. Blaine could be elected. I believe he 
could disprove every charge made against him.” 

“Do you believe either Blaine or Arthur will 
be nominated 7?” 

“No, [don’t. I think that so much bitterness 
will be developed in the convention that the dele- 
gates will conclude it is unsafe to nominate 
either, for the partisans of the other would cut 
the successfu) man. I think the convention will 
last four or five daysand that Sherman will be 
nominated.” 

Col. Charles Spencer, who has been credited 
with being an out-and-out Arthur man and with 
having expressed views similar to Mr. Townley’s 
as to the chances of cither Arthur or Blaine being 
elected, was asked if the rumor was true. 
“Why, good Lord, yes,” said the Colonel em- 
phatically; * I’ve been opposed to both Arthur 
and Blaine all the time. Not that I have any- 
thing against either of them, but i'm a Republi- 
can—a stalwart Republican, too—and I don’t 
want to see the party defeated. Arthur or 
Blaine? Why, good Lord, I've been a Lincoln 
man from the very start. I don’t agree with 
some of my friends, you know, but I’m a Lincoln 
man. I know Linco!n. They say he’stoo young. 
Why, Lincoln is in his forty-first year and the 
Constitution only requires a man to be 35. The 
men who made that Constitution knew what they 
were about.: Too young! That's a point for you. 
That's answer enough to that objection. He’sold 
enough. Then they say there isn’t enough to 
I tell you I know Lincoln, and he’s more 
than the son of his father. I knew his father, 
too. I presided at 13 Lincoln meetings in Cooper 
Union in 1864. I’m apprehensive that the feeling 
is so strong that it wouldn't be safe to nominate 
either Arthur or Blaine, and the wisest thing the 
convention can do is to nominate Lincoln. I 
have hopes that if both Arthur and Blaine are 
defeated they’ll nominate him. Why, good Lord, 
I never wasan Arthur man. I’m for Lincoln.”

ALDERMAN M’QUADE LED OUT. 
HIS INDIGNATION WHEN HIS FRIEND’S LI- 
CENSE IS REVOKED. 


Frederick May, a saloon-keeper, of No. 
155 East Fifty-seventh-street, was on trial before 
the Board of Excise Commissioners yesterday, 
charged with violation of the excise law. Evi- 
dence was adduced to show that May had been 
guilty of the offense, and the board, after a con- 
sultation, declared his license revoked. Immedi- 
ately after President Haughton had announced 
this ‘decision Alderman McQuade, a friend of 
May, who had been an interested listener of the 


trial, jumped to his feet and said, angrily, to the 
President: ** This is a nice decision, isn’t it? Nice 
and square and just ?” 

Everybody in the room was astonished at the 
impudence of the man, who was not generally 
recognized as the holder of so dignified an office 
as that of aCity Father, and even Commissioner 
Morris was astounded. The indignant Alderman 
walked to where Commissioner Mitchell sat, and 
repeated his remark ina lower tone, whereupon 
President Haughton calied for an ofticer to put 
the turbulent spirit out of the room. None be- 
ing present, Mr. Jerome Brady and Secretary 
a approached the ** Father” and gently and 

uietly led him tothedoor. Several times Mc- 

uade stopped, turned around, and attempted 
to give further expression to his opinion as to 
the decision, but his doing so was prevented by 
the gentlemen who had himincharge. Just as 
the trio reached the door the Alderman said Joud- 
ly: “Let me go, I want to tell this board my 
opinion of them.” 

“Go outside and do so,” said Mr. Brady. and 
Mr. McQuade passed through the door, which was 
immediately closed behind him, more indignant 
than ever at the—to him—.emarxable action 
of the Excise Commissioners, in revoking a 
license of a gentleman who had the honor of 
being his personal friend. 

The Alderman, when asked for an explanation 
of his actions, said that last Saturday he heard 
President Haughton say to May: ** Young man, 
the sooner you get out of this office the longer 
you'll keep out of prison.” 

“T asked Haughton what the trouble was,” 
said the Alderman, ‘‘and he answered that May 
was trying to sella license to which he had no 
right. He added that he would give him a hear- 
ing Monday, but was going to revoke the license 
anyway. WhenI went into the Excise Commis- 
sioners’ office this morning I learned that the 
license had been revoked. [ told the board pretty 
piainty what I thought of deciding a case before 
they heard it, and didn’t mince matters much.”

RIGHTS OF A STOCKHOLDER. 
Judge Lawrence decided m Supreme 
Court, Chambers, yesterday, that it is “the ab- 
solute duty of the transfer agent in this State of 
any moneyed or other corporation existing be- 
yond the jurisdiction of the State to exhibit at 


all reasonable times, during the usual hours of 
transacting business, to any stockholder, when 
required by him, the transfer-book of such cor- 

oration, and also a list of stockholders thereof, 
f in his power so to do.” While seeking to 
apply this general rule to the case of ar- 
vey Kennedy against the Chicago, Lake 
Shore and Pacific Railroad Company and 
its transfer agent, Francis H. Tows, Judge 
Lawrence found that Mr. Tows had sworn 
that Mr. Kennedy had not applied to him for per- 
mission to see the transfer-books of the com- 
pany, but had asked to be allowed to inspect its 
stock-books; that it has no stock-books, but has 
astock ledger, and that there was no list of the 
company’s stockholders in existence. [Issues of 
fact having been thus raised, Judge Lawrence 
declared that he was unable’ to decide them on 
mere affidavits, and that he would grant an al- 
ternative writ of mandamus to Mr. Kennedy, so 
that all the questions of fact might be determined 
by a Referee, prior to the renewal of the appli- 
cation for a peremptory writ to compel the rail- 
road company and its agent to exhibit its trans- 
fer-books and list of stockholders.

The new steamer Thomas 8S. Brennan, of 
the Department of Public Charities and Correc- 
tion, was launched yesterday morning in the 
shipyara of James D. Leary, at the foot of 
North Sixth-street, Williamsburg. Mayor Edson, 
Commissioners Henry H. Porter and Jacob Hess 
and Mrs. Hess were among those who stood on 
the deck of the steamer as she slid down the 
well-greased ways into tho East River. Mrs.

Tie iaunch proved a successful 
one in every way. The steamer Fidelity, of the
